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Walker may veto 
drainage upgrade 
bill for $150,000

Even If a bill allocating $150,000 for Im- 


provements to the Buffalo Creek-Wheel- 
Ing Drainage Ditch passes the Illinois 
General Assembly, the money may not 
bo spent became of opposition from Gov. 
Daniel Walker. 


Sen. Bradley Glass, R-Northficld, one 


of th* sponsors of the bill, said Walker 
lias only allowed $23.000 for tho creek im- 
provcmonti In his budget. "It's kind of 
an issue how much money will be avail- 
able for tho project from the state," ho 
said. "Wo Just won't find out until tho 
governor nets." 


Tho 1150,000 bill, which passed the Sen- 


ate earlier this month, is in the House, 
where It Is being sponsored by Rep. John 
Porter, R-Evanston. 


Porter said the bill may run Into some 


opposition In the House because of the 
governor's budget. "There could be some 
opposition depending on what the Demo- 
crats want to do in the appropriations 
aren," ho said. "They may want to stick 
strictly with the governor's budget." 


ACCORDING TO Porter, the bill may 


also hit snags after passage by the 
House. Ho said the governor can veto the 
bill entirely or merely decide to impound 
the funds allocated for the creek im- 
provement. 


"That's the problem with any appro- 


priations bill," Porter said. "If wo 
change tho level of appropriation from n 
level that is lower to one that Is higher, 
tho governor can Impound It and there 
Isn't anything wo can do about It." 


Tho bill, originally sponsored by Glass 


and Sen. Karl Bcrning, R-Dccrfirld, 
would provide $50,000 needed for the pro- 
posed retention basin In the Arlington 
Country Club. The stale has already allo- 
cated $110,000 of the $130,000 needed from 
It for tho project. 


Tho remaining $100.000 would he used 


for channel Improvements along the 
creek In Wheeling and Buffalo Grove. 
Both the retention basin and the channel 


Improvements are designed to alleviate 
flooding from the creek. 


PORTER SAID the situation is similar 


to that involving a bill he proposed for 
improvements to McDonald Creek, south 
of Wheeling. Ho said his bill would allo- 
cate $210,000 for creek improvements, 
but that the governor's budget allows 
only $60,000 for the project. 


According to Porter, the minimum fig- 


ure for improvements to McDonald 
Creek was $110,000, with the complete 
program costing $210,000. "I asked for 
the maximum, but I'd be willing to settle 
for tho nominal figure," he said. "The 
$00,000 won't do anything." 


Porter said the situation is similar 


since a minimum of $50,000 is needed for 
tho proposed retention basin. He said 
that the $25,000 proposed by the governor 
would accomplish little for the area In 
flood relief. 


Both Gloss and Porter said they are 


hopeful tho entire $150,000 will be avail- 
able for tho creek Improvements. They 
both said Gov. Walker had pledged him- 
self to flood control programs during his 
election campaign. 


"WE'RE GOING to do our best to get 


both these bills out," Porter said. "Wo 
should put pressure on now to pass the 
bills, but wo should then follow it up. In 
other words, if the governor doesn't 
spend the money, then tho voters should 
blame him." 


Porter said tho bill on Buffalo Creek 


will be set for n hearing In the House 
Appropriations Committee this week. He 
said tho bill on McDonald Creek was 
unanimously approved last week by the 
appropriations committee, and will come 
before the House this week. 


Although Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. 


Dan Larson Is optimistic about the pas- 
sage of the bill, Wheeling Village Mgr. 
George Passolt said he expected opposi- 
tion from the governor. "The governor is 
sponsoring one bill himself, and I think

with plastic garbage bags.

A three-month pilot program began 


April 2 in the Mcadowbrook area, and 
officials are now compiling the results of 
surveys filled out by the 407 participating 
homes. After the data is compiled, Vil- 
lage Mgr. George Passolt will prepare a 
report for the village board members 
who will decide whether to continue the 
program. 


Administrative Assistant M. 0. Hor- 


cher said that while the data is not yet 
complete, indications ore that 80 per cent 
of the residents favor the program. He 
said the major problem reported In the 
surveys In caused by cats and raccoons 
tearing open the bags. Officials are look- 
ing for a solution to the problem, he said. 


Horcher said the program appears to 


have decreased 
the time normally 


needed to collect the garbage, thus de- 
creasing the cost of garbage collection 
by the scavenger service. 


Passolt said one of the main reasons 


for the pilot program was that the cost of 
garbage collection was expected to go 
up. He said the Wheeling Disposal Com- 
pany asked for a 75-cent increase in the 
monthly cost of garbage collection. 


THE COMPANY Is presently charging 


$3 a month for twlce-a-week garbage 
pickup. This figure has been In effect 
since the last Increase in garbage rates 


In 1968. 


Passolt said the use of plastic bags ap- 


pears to be saving the scavenger service 
money by reducing the time needed to 
collect local trash. He explained the old 
system of garbage cans required the col- 
lectors to make two trips, one to the 
truck and one to replace the can on the 
curb. 


By using the plastic bags, the collec- 


tors only have to make one trip since the 
plastic bag Is thrown out with the gar- 
bage. Passolt said the collectors also ap- 
pear to be able to collect more garbage 
in each trip to the truck than with the 
garbage cans. 


The manager said he did not know how 


much the scavenger service was saving 
through the plastic bag system. He said 
he expected a cost analysis from the 
company shortly. 


PASSOLT ALSO said he has received 


comments that the streets appeared 
neater without the trash cans sitting on 
the curbs. He said the cans were a nui- 
sance because they are noisy, unattrac- 
tive and less sanitary than the plastic 
bags. 


The cost of the pilot program was split 


three ways between the village, the 
Wheeling Disposal Company and the 
company supplying the home garbage 


equipment, Tobln Stahr, Inc. 


Originally, the village explored the 


possibility of using paper bags instead of 
plastic ones. Passolt said, however, the- 
paper bags were more expensive for the! 
village than the plastic ones. 
; 


Horcher said some of the residents; 


participating in the pilot program were- 
concerned about the cost of the new plas-1 
tic bag system. He said they were wor-." 
ried the cost of the bags and the metal • 
stand which holds the bags would be- 
more than the cost of trash cans. 
- 


, PASSOLT SAID he is not yet sure howl 
the village will handle the cost of con-, 
verting to a plastic bag system, if the 
board decides to adopt the program for • 
the entire village. 


Horcher said that since the pilot pro- 


gram is scheduled to end June 30, a deci- 
sion about the program will have to be 
reached soon. He said the village is in- • 
vestigating ways of providing residents 
with the plastic bags so they can contin- 
ue the program. 


According to Horcher, some residents, 


also opposed the program because of the 
plastic bag's impact on ecology. He 
noted, however, that if the village 
adopted paper bags instead of plastic it 
would be wasting natural resources by • 
using up the paper.

Smut ruling may cause confusion

The U.S. Supremo Court'* broadening 


of obscenity sidelines could load to In- 
creased municipal control over the sale 
of pornography hero. 


"Unless the Mate passes a law, every 


community will havo the right to control 
smut literature In lu own way by Its own 
standard*," Nlles Mayor Nicholas Blase 
lold the Herald Friday. Blaso engineered 
N1U»' approval of an anti-obscenity ordi- 
nance — which banned sale and display 
of obscene books and magazines to per- 
sons under 17 — and has pushed for a 
suburban-wide campaign against smut. 


A similar ordinance Is under study by 


Wheeling trustees. 


Buffalo Grove failed to adopt the pro- 


posal. 


And. the DCS Plalne* City Council's 


code and Judiciary committee has sched- 
uled a second meeting at 7 p.m. Tuesday 
to discuss the Nlles ordinance. 


THE 5 TO 4 Supreme Court decision 


Thursday rejected the test that obscenity 
must be "utterly without redeeming so- 
cial value" and granted juries power to 


consider state or local standards when 
examining pornography. 


"It 
is neither realistic nor con- 


stitutionally sound to read the First 
Amendment as requiring that the people 
of Maine or Mississippi accept public de- 
piction of conduct found tolerable in Las 
Vegas or New York City," Chief Justice 
Warren Burger wrote. 


Blase called the ruling "a tremendous 


reversal of law." Prosecutors and law 
enforcement officials hailed the decision, 
saying that the "evorythlng-goes days 
are over." The ruling "gives us the right 
to play a more active role ... the op- 
pr/tunlty to more closely control and 
regulate what the community will ac- 
cept," DCS Plnlncs City Atty. Robert 
DILconardl said. 


Both tho American Civil Liberties 


Union and Chicago's self-proclaimed por- 
nography king criticized the decision for 
eroding the right of free speech. 


"This is going to lead to out and out 


ccnsorhsip," said Harold Rubin, owner of 
Weird Harold's adult bookstore, 541 S. 
Wabash, Chicago. Rubin Friday tele- 


graphed Justice William 0. Douglas, a 
dissenter in the court decision, and 
stated, "I feel that you, like myself, may 
agree with the majority of free American 
adults that we should have the same 
freedom to exercise our own personal 
judgment in matters regarding sexual 
materials, that we have in politics, eco- 
nomics and religion." 


The decision said it Is not the function 


of the court to set state smut regulations. 
But, Burger suggested two examples of 
state obscenity definitions: 


—"Representations and descriptions of 


ultimate sexual acts, normal or per- 
verted, actual or simulated. 


—"Representations or descriptions of 


masturbation, excretory functions, and 
lewd exhibition of the genitals." 


Burger said that "sex and nudity may 


not be exploited without limit by films or 
pictures,.." 


If Illinois legislature falls to set por- 


n o g r p a h y guidelines, municipalities, 
through the 1970 Constitutors "home 
rule" powers, could set local standards, 
Blase, a lawyer, said. 


"I THINK that the state should set a 


standard that reflects the majority. I 
would rather see that than to see every 
community jump a different way," Blase 
said. 


The Niles mayor "may try to get 


something in the state House" for consid- 
eration during the fall session. "We'll 
definitely ask the Illinois Municipal 
League to study it." 


But, Blase predicted that any state- 


wide law will be difficult to pass because 
the "standards in some downstate com- 
munity with 50 churches and 200 people 
will not be the same as in Chicago." 


"The problem before was that the laws 


were too generalized," DiLeonardi said. 
"They were a laugh." 


The decision could revive "the old re- 


view boards," the Des Plaines city attor- 
ney said. The boards once previewed 
films in Chicago before public showing. 


'I haven't read the decision. But, it 


would seem to give local communities 
the ri"h> to Inr.nipte themselves from the 
outside. It shows that the federal govern- 
ment isn't nl'vnvs the best judge of local 
standards," DiLeonardi said. 


Pesky midge flies bugging suburbia 


Summer wouldn't bo complete without 


A few small bugs to annoy suburban resi- 
dents. 


But the Metropolitan Sanitary District 


has come up with a year-round Insect 
problem at Its Hanover Park Water 
Reclamation Plant. 


Tho problem Is millions of midge (lies 


— tiny black flics that swarm In the air 
and are attracted by lights. 


Last year tho district had tho problem 


with the flies along tho North Shoro 
Channel. This year the flics havo shown 
up at tho Hanover plant. And district of- 


ficials aren't too suro that the flies won't 
Invade other sanitary district plants in 
the future. 


LAST SUMMER the district financed 


scientific studies to try to eliminate the 
files. Thursday, (he board approved 
spcnlng $17,725 for another study this 
year. 


MSD Supt. Bart Lynam explains that 


residents along the channel and near the 
plant arc annoyed by the bugs and Ly- 
nam said restaurants In the area of the 
Hanover plant have complained that tho 
tiny flics keep customers away. 


In tho summer, the midges breed in 


Bogus>check charges dropped-for now 


the oxidation ponds at the plant, but in 
winter, they breed indoors in the tertiary 
treatment building, Lynam said. 


The study this summer will concen- 


trate on the outdoor ponds at the Hano- 
ver plant. MSD scientists explain the 
problem of coping with the flies is com- 
plicated by the fact that there is more 
than one species of midge in the two 
areas. 


Moreover, MSD trustee Joan Anderson 


points out, the district has to be careful 
that whatever chemical it uses to kill the 
flics won't pollute the water it will empty 
into the Upper DuPnge River on other 
streams. 


THE STUDY will also Investigate the 


possible use of biological controls such as 
stocking the ponds with carp or goldfish. 


The MSD board last Thursday also 


cleared the way for farming on 170 acres 
of the former Fischer farm which Is lo- 
cated adjacent to the Hanover plant. 


K. Jon Peschkc will pay $4,000 to the 


sanitary district to farm the property. 
MSD officials said the contract can be 
canceled with 30 days notice In the event 
the district is ready sooner than expected 
to begin work preparing the Fischer 
farm as an experimental sludge farm. 


Lynam explained that environmental 


protection devices, including berms to 
keep the sludge from flowing into the riv- 
er, have to be installed before the farm 
can be used for sludge farming. Sludge Is 
the end product of sewage treatment. 
The MSD currently farms land in Fulton 
County using sludge as a fertilizer.

The Metropolitan Sanitary District will 


pay $235,000 to a contractor as the result 
of a settlement in a court suit concerning 
a sewer built in Hlntz Road in Wheeling 
Township. 


The settlement came Friday after tes- 


timony had already begun in the court 
case before a jury. 


The contractor, George D. Hardin Inc., 


had sued the MSD for $600,000 in con- 
nection with the interceptor sewer built 
In Hintz Road running east 1,000 feet 
from Arlington Heights Road. Work on 
the interceptor began in 1965 and was 
completed in I960. 


The suit resulted because the sanitary 


district withheld payment from Hardin 
for a portion of the sewer work because 
the work was completed late. 


THE CONTRACTOR alleged the delay 


was caused by the MSD itself imposing 
additional specifications on the work 
once It was underway. 


MSD attorney Dolphy McLaughlin said 


the $2.15,000 settlement also includes pay- 
ment for another suit in which the con- 
tractor sought $80,000 for work at the 
North Side sewage treatment plant. 


The local sewer project cost a total of 


$1,666,325 McLaughlin said. 


The MSD board voted to approve the 


settlement last Thursday after meeting 
in exeuctive session. MSD officials re- 
fused to reveal the details of the settle- 
ment, however, until the settlement was 
actually accomplished in court on Fri- 
day.

Pregnancy and venereal disease are 


two of the worst things that can happen 
to a teen-ager. But one thing is feared 
more — that his or her parents will find 
out. 


Teen-agers who might have no qualms 


about seeking advice from the family 
doctor for most other reasons avoid 
treatment for these dreaded problems, 
because they are afraid the news will 
leak back to their parents that they are 
seeking birth control or venereal disease 
treatment. 


Now there's a special clinic set up to 


handle the personal problems of birth 
control and VD. It's called the Cross- 
roads Clinic, and it's organized around a 
core of five gynecologists and residents 
who operate the clinic especially for 
teens who might not seek help otherwise. 


The clinic, temporarily located at 222 


E. Hicks PI., Palatine, grew out of an 
interest a group of local adults during 
the past year who have been working 
with young people and felt such a clinic 
was needed. 


Until this year, when the clinic was or- 


ganized, school nurses and youth coun- 
selors had no good avenue for directing 
kids to places where they could get help, 
besides the family doctor or the Cook 
County Public Health Department in Chi- 
cago and Des Plaines. 


NO ABORTIONS are performed at the 


clinic, according to its coordinator, Bar- 
bara Mlchelln. But for girls who have 
already had abortions, the doctor will 
give whatever post-abortion treatment 
may be needed. The clinic doctors also 
avoid referring girls to abortion clinics. 
They direct pregnant girls to seek coun- 
seling at the Bridge youth services bu- 
reau In Palatine or other youth coun- 
seling agencies in the area, Miss Mich- 
el In said. 


Most of the people that use the clinic 


are girls. And most of them are seeking 
birth control pills. But prescribing the 
pill or other method of birth control isn't 
the clinics only role. Every person com- 
ing to the clinic is given a routine VD 
test. 


"The best thing a doctor can do is to 


discover VD in a girl who didn't suspect 
she had It," one of the clinic doctors 
commented. Venereal disease Is particu- 


larly difficult for women to detect, and 
one of the easiest to cure. Both syphilis 
and gonorrhea can be killed by penicillin. 


The clinic laboratory has facilities to 


do the complete VD test, including se- 
rology and blood tests. Young people who 
are tested for VD call in the next day to 
get the results. 


When someone does turn up with ven- 


ereal disease, his or her case is reported 
to public health officials, who try to 
backtrack and find other people that 
may have contracted the disease from 
the Infected person. But parents no long- 
er have to be told that their child has 
VD. 


MOST OF THE kids coming to the din- 


ic are from the Northwest suburbs: Ar- 
lington Heights, Harrington, Des Plaines, 
Elk Grove Village, Buffalo Grove, Wheel- 
ing, 
Schaumburg, 
Hoffman Estates, 


Mount Prospect, Rolling Meadows, and, 
of course, Palatine. 


A doctor sees an average of 12 to 15 


youths an evening, Miss Michelin said, 
most of whom are 15 to 21 years old. 


"We try to take some time with each 


person, instead of the Impersonal way 
that people may be handled in other clin- 
ics," Miss Michelin said. Including a 
short talk with a staff member, a girl 
will probably spend about 15 minutes In 
the office during her visit to the clinic. 


Extensive counseling about why or if a 


girl really wants to use birth control 
doesn't happen at Crossroads, partly be- 
casue of lack of staff, space and time. 
But by the time a teenager comes to 
Crossroad's, she's already made up her 
mind that she wants some kind of birth 
control, Miss' Michelin said. 


Many of the girls have talked with 


counselors at youth agencies before de- 
ciding to use the pill, she added. Lack of 
counseling facilities Is a drawback to the 
clinic, though, according to one of the 
doctors. 


"THE BIGGEST problem is our In- 


ability to sufficiently counsel kids who 
may have deeper problems," he said. If 
a particular problem Is apparent, the 
doctor may recommend that the person 
seek help from the Bridge. 


A visit to the clinic costs $15, including 


an examination, blood test, venereal dis- 
ease culture, Pap smear and a one- 
month prescription for birth control pills 
or other methods if that is what the

The Prospect Heights Improvement 


Association will meet Wednesday to de- 
cide whether to go ahead with efforts to 
Incorporate as n municipality under a 
bill passed by the Illinois General As- 
sembly last week. 


Senate Bill 195, sponsored by State Sen. 


lirndley Glass, R-NorthficId, was passed 
unanimously in the Illinois House Thurs- 
day. The bill must bo signed by Gov. 
Daniel Walker before it becomes law. 


The bill, Introduced In the legislature 


In March, permits unincorporated areas 
of ",.")()() or more residents to Incorporate 
without the approval of nearby munici- 
palities. 


Current Inw states that nn area of fewer 


than 7.5t)0 residents mast seek approval 
from municipalities within 1 '4 miles for 
Incorporation. Another section snys that 
neighboring municipalities within one 
mile must consent to Incorporation, re- 
gardless of the population of tho area. 


Senate Bill 195 is only one of two bills 


in the General Assembly dealing with In- 
corporation. The other is House Bill 458, 
now in its third reading in the Senate. 


The difference between the two bills is 


that the Senate bill permits a neighbor- 
Ing municipality to object in court if the 
proposed incorporation adversely affects 
the governmental services provided by 
the existing municipality. The 'court 
could rule that the boundaries of the pro- 
posed new municipality be adjusted to 
overcome the objections. 


Juckctt's bill provides for no objection. 


However, should Juckctt's bill be passed 
in the Senate, it would not go Into effect 
until October. 


Though Jack Gilllgan, president of the 


PHIA has said he is "kind of happy with 
everything that's gone so far," he said 
the PHIA still plans to push for passage 
of Juckctt's bill.

Young people can make appointments 
for an examination by calling 359-7575. 
Appointments should be made before 
coming into the clinic, according to Miss 
Michelin. 


Staff 
members at the clinic in- 


tentionally avoid dressing in formal-look- 
ing white uniforms, opting for more cas-

"We don't judge anyone. We're just 


here to help kids," Miss Michelin said..

Percy, Adlai aim: campaign reform 


It U.S. Catholic magazine Is a good 


thermometer of public opinion, It is by 
no means the nation's conservatives 
alone who are presently rejoicing In the 
U.S. Supremo Court's most recent deci- 
sion on public school busing. 


For a poll of this magazine's generally 


moderate or middle-of-the-road readers 
reveals that more than BO per cent op* 
pose busing, and would therefore agree 
with the high court's reversal of Judge 
Robert Mcrhlgc's attempt to consolidate 
the school systems of Inner city Rich* 
mnnd Vn., with neighboring suburbs. 


The U.S. Catholic readers were polled 


for their reaction to an essay by Editor 
Don llorr of The Critic magazine, which 
some observers regard as having pre- 
empted the liberal Catholic leadership 
from tlio National Catholic Reporter. 


Hcrr. who by no reasonable means 


could Ira regarded as a reactionary, 
wrolo this essay entitled: "Let's Stop 
Busing For Integration." 


A SKII.M-TI, milker of assorted sa- 


cred cows, Hcrr compares busing to Pro- 
hibition: 


"Another 'Noble Experiment' with ob- 


jectives just as valid, methods just as 
Idiotic, and chances of success Just as 
Infinitesimal." 


Editor Hcrr then went on to note: 
• "What should seem obvk>us to al- 


most everyone Is that a democracy gov- 
erns by consensus ... Unless a majority 
of fair-minded people, those who benign- 
ly occupy the center between the ex- 
tremists, are willing to accept the inher- 
ent Tightness of the law, the particular 
law will be almost universally ignored

• "It Is my conviction based upon 


reading, listening and observing, that 
most people, Including many black and 
white progressives — and almost all par- 
ents of small children — don't approve of 
busing." 


• "Neither black nor white children 


should be used as pawns in games their 
parents and local, state and national gov- 
ernments are playing . . . Being thrust 
unwanted Into a group of strange and dif- 
ferent children, who can bo cruel, may 
or may not damage their psyches and 
may or may not risk the chance of mak- 
ing them bigots." 


• "It la simply another form of racism 


to assume that although white parents 
may object, black parents will be de- 
lighted with the prospect of their chil- 
dren being bused Into the land of the wild 
white yonder." 


IIEKR CONCLUDED his essay by de- 


scribing busing as "educational kidnap- 
ping." New York Congressman Norman 
Lent credits busing with having made a 
"shambles of the nation's public school 
system." And North Carolina's Senator 
Sam Ervin notes that busing, as it has 
been previously ordered by the Supreme 
Court, Is the same type of racial assign- 
ment which the Supreme Court outlawed 
In 1954. 


Perhaps the first city In the U.S. to 


establish busing for Integration was Ber- 
keley, California. Among results: 


• In short order, a coalition of black 


militants and white, farlcft, lockstcp — 
liberals had established within the Ber- 
keley school system both facilities and 
programs which arc racially segratcd — 
in excluding whites. 


• All students are obliged to observe a 


school holiday In honor of the birthday of 
the late Malcolm X. 


• The Abraham Lincoln School in Ber- 


keley has had Its name changed to the 
Malcolm X School, which, if astounding, 
Is at least partially appropriate, consid- 
ering the violence against white teachers 
and white students which recurrently 
erupts within this school system. 


A growing movement for election cam- 


paign reform is developing in Washing- 
ton, and both U.S. Sen. Charles H. Per- 
cy, R-I11. and U.S. Sen. Adlal E. Steven- 
son III, D-I1I., have introduced legislation 
to control the campaign beast. 


Among the many measures being In- 


troduced in the Congress to put limits on 
campaign spending, both Percy's and 
Stevenson's measures are aimed at lim- 
its and accountability for campaign con- 
tributions. 


Like sponsors of other measures, both 


cited the nearly uncontrolled manipula- 


tion of cash and secret funding as a fac- 
tor which allowed the Nixon reelection 
campaign workers to accumulate and 
misuse huge sums of money which led to 
the Watergate debacle. 


There are similarities in the Percy and 


Stevenson proposals: 


• BOTH WOULD impose a limit on the 


amount to be spent by any candidate.for 
federal office, based on a certain sum 
per eligible voter in the particular elec- 
tion. 


• Both would limit the amount of mon- 


ey which any one contributor could give 
to a candidate. 


.• Both would restrict cash contribu- 


tions to a small amount, requiring that 
larger donations be made by check so 
that they could eventually be traced. 


Percy would limit the amount of mon- 


ey spent in any election to 20 cents per 
eligible voter. Stevenson proposes a for- 
mula for varying sums and adds absolute 
maximum*. For instance, his bill would 
limit spending in a Senate race to 20 
cents per voter, with a ceiling of $175,000. 
For House races, he would allow 25 cents 
per voter, or a maximum of $90,000, 
whichever is greater. 


Latest Jesus-debunking book like others 


by LOUIS CASSELS 


You can count on it. Every few years, 


some "scholar" will stir up a short-lived 
sensation by publishing a book which 
says something outlandish about Jesus. 


The "scholar" usually has no standing 


as a Bible student, theologian, archae- 
ologist, or In any other field related to 
the serious study of religious questions. 


But that need not hold him back. If he 


has a job — any job — on a university 
faculty, his "findings" will be treated re- 
spectfully In the press as a "scholarly 
work." 


THE LATEST EXAMPLE of this syn- 


drome is a book entitled "Clement of Al- 
exandria and a Secret Gospel of Mark," 
by Morton Smith, a history professor at 
Columbia. 


In'a Greek Orthodox monastery near 


Jerusalem, Smith found a fragment of 
manuscript which he has Identified, to 
his own satisfaction, as a letter written 
in the latter port of the Second Century 
by Bishop Clement of Alexandria, one of 
the most respected of the early church 
fathers. The note refers to a "secret" 
version of the Gospel according to Mark. 


Piling inference upon presumption, 


Smith has persuaded himself that this 
"secret gospel" shows there were two 
kinds of members in the early Christian 
church — the great mass, who were kept 
in the dark about "real secrets," and a 
few Inner-circle types who were initiated 
into more recondite mysteries. 


ONE OF THESE mysteries, says 


Smith, on the basis of conjecture, was 
that Jesus was neither a Messiah, nor 


even a courageous teacher who laid 
down his life to tell men the truth, but a 
slick "miracle-worker magician," 


The amazing thing about all these de- 


bunk-Jesus books Is that they accept as 
much of the recorded gospels as they 
find convenient to sustain their thesis, 
and then blandly ignore or repudiate oth- 
er parts of the very same documents 
which are directly contradictory to their 
pet notion. 


The same technique was used a few 


years ago in- a widely sold book called 
"The Passover Plot" also by a "scholar" 
which depicted Jesus' crucifixion as the 
miscarriage of a tricky political maneu- 
ver by Jesus and his disciples. 


THE ULTIMATE depths of absurdity 


were reached in a more recent book by a 
British "scholar" who sought to establish

by heavily editing the gospels that Jesus 
really wasn't a person: He was a mush- 
room, used by a hallucinogenic cult. 


Anyone who takes this sort of bilge se-

The really startling fact about 
Jesus is that 2,000 years after he lived 
and taught as an itinerant rabbi In an 
obscure corner of the Roman Empire 
and died a criminal's death, men, in- 
cluding university professors, are still 
trying to denigrate him and explain him 
away.

STEVENSON ALSO advocates placing 


all federal election procedures under a 
Federal Elections Commission, removing 
from the partisan Justice Department 
the responsibility for enforcing election 
laws.

'New Chicago': 
lesson for us 


There's u subtle warning for the 


suburbs in the recently unveiled 
$20 billion "New Chicago" plan 
which boasts of muss revitalizalion 
for] Chicago's downtown area. 


U is not the warning of com- 


petition for the shopping or resi- 
dential dollar; rather, it's 
the 


warning that all urban centers, 
whether dominated by a strong 
Mayor Daley or a part-time subur- 
ban mayor, must grow and adapt 
to the times. 


The "New Chicago" plan is high- 


ly visionary, and perhaps many 
elements of it are nothing more 
thdn the drawing board dreams of

high-paid planners. But this plan's 
within the Chicago tradition — 
"rr|ake no small plans" — and 
thdre's a good chance thai much of 
it will, indeed, become part of the 
Chicago of the 1080s. 


The plan's concepts do have crit- 


ics, such as noted Chicago urban- 
ologist Pierre dc Vise, who sees 
the plan as moving against the 
uhole process of movement from 
the city to the suburbs. He sees no 
future in high-rise developments 
which try to crowd persons into liv- 
ing .space near a downtown dis- 
trict. DC Vise's theories will, no 
(Ituil)t. lio tested when and if the 
blueprints become brick and steel. 


But we wish that the leaders of 


the suburbs, years ago, had had 
the visions and dreams of Daley, 
for today many of our suburbs 
downtown districts are suffering 
from the kinds of problems Daley's 
trying to solve. 


Some of our downtown districts 


.suffer from an exodus of business 
— and interest — because there's 
reluctance for local money to sup- 
port vigorous renewal—and there's 
an unwillingness of area agencies 
to talk about change. 


As a result, the Woodfields and 


Randhursts arc built, thus enrich- 
ing 
communities 
and 
meeting 


shopping needs — but little's done 
to tear down the antiquated build- 
ings and bring residents in to the 
inner cores of Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and other communities. 
The decay is certainly far from 
severe, but no one's taking advan- 
tage of the opportunity for a vital 
village center. 


The New Chicago plan and sim- 


ilar plans which have revitalized 
other midwestern cities have re- 
quired 
u 
business 
community 


which Is willing to offer dollars to 
help guarantee future building — 
that's one advantage of a Mayor 
Daley, who seems to have the abili- 
ty to muster the business commu- 
nity behind him. 


Here, with the exception of DCS 


Plaines. which is trying a unique 
and visionary "Superblock" down- 
town improvement plan, the busi- 
ness community docs nothing to 
rally behind improvement, and as 
a result, the business community 
suffers. We commend most ele- 
ments of the 
"New Chicago" 


plan, and hope that local lead- 
ership will follow its good advice — 
and its warning — for the future of 
this area.

Hits testing statements 


Regarding the article you printed con- 


cerning the decline of the scores of the 
Iowa Basic Skills tests recently adminis- 
tered to Dist. 54 students, I would like to 
tako exception to two of the ten points 
given for the decline by Carl Seltzer. 


The first being "lack of parental sup- 


port in intermediate grades as compared 
to higher degree of parental concern in 
primary grades." I feel Mr. Seltzer has 
no solid basis upon which such H state- 
ment can be made. After speaking with 
quite a few parents, I find everyone of 
them In agreement that they give mote 
help and assistance to their children's 
homework in those grades beyund third. 
Rfore at home assignments arc given in 
those grades, thus at times requiring the 
aid of a parent. Through the past record 
of parent interest, participation and con- 
cern of PTA and school activities has 
more than proven that the majority of 
students in Dist. 54 do not lack for paren- 
tal support in any area. Through their 
involvement the parents have shown they 
care. I feel very strongly against Mr. 
Seltzer's statement, and feel it casts an 


unjust and unfounded light on the major- 
ity of parents in this township. I strongly 
urge that it be retracted. 


The second statement to which I object 


is "timing of the test, usually given In 
the fall when certain skills are fresh in 
the mind, this year given in the winter 
causing some lack of memory." If our 
students were given these tests in the 
winter then they were scoring against 
students across the country who tool: the 
tests in the fall. This would seem to give 
Dist. 54 students the advantage of a few 
more months in school to acquire more 
skills and knowledge before being given 
the Iowa tests.

More 'illogic' 


from Watergate

More wearisome than even the minute- 


by-minute disclosures of the Watergate 
scandal are the leaky analogies which 
have sprung up in the wake of the scan- 
dal. 


Granted, with our two-party system, 


it's understandable that some persons 
would run to offer excuses for the mess 
surrounding Watergate. But the two lat- 
est-one offered by Jeb Stuart Mag- 
ruder—are exercises in a misreading of 
reality and of recent American history. 


The first, offered by Magruder, goes 


something like this: The civil dis- 
obedience of the 1960's — the students 
riots and such — helped to justify an 
end-justlfying-the-means concept within 
the Nixon administration. 


The belief In such an analogy to the 


Nixon people is very real. What's wrong 
with it Is the warping of recent history 
which Nixon's people used to justify it — 
especially their attacks on the concept of 
civil disobedience. 


Civil disobedience simply cannot be 


equated with the illegalities and the cov- 
er-ups of the Nixon administration. And 
civil disobedience is a far different thing 
from the student violence in the Kent 
State era of student violence (In response 
to an unpopular war). 


There's an art to civil disobedience, an 


art cultivated by Gandhi and Henry Da- 
vid Thoreau. It is conservative, in that it 
requires individuals to accept punish- 
ment for non-violent crimes committed, 
in an effort to arouse the public's moral 
outrage and correct immoral laws. 


It worked most effectively in the South 


during the early 1960's when thousands 
of college-age students were arrested in 
such activities as sitting in at lunch 
counters and peaceful protest marches. 
Most of the violence came from the red- 
neck Southern sheriffs, not from the 
marchers — and their efforts helped pro- 
duce civil rights laws. 


To suggest that "civil disobedience" 


has justified the illegalities in public of- 
fice — from public officials who oper- 
ating in the public trust — is a distortion 
of the realities of the 1960s. There was 
unrestrained violence in the late 1960s, 
but that, too, is far different from OFFI- 
CIAL wiretapping and other White 
House-oriented crimes. 


•The second analogy is even wobblier, 
that the press intentionally covered up 
the Kennedy Chappaquiddick affair be- 
cause the press is out to "get" Richard 
Nixon (it's our liberal bias, you know) 
via the Watergate coverage. 


Such feeble conclusions show a sweep- 


ing misunderstanding of how the Ameri- 
can press functions in America — and a 
misunderstanding of the difference be- 
tween official and non-official crimes. 


Whatever crime of which Kennedy was 


guilty, it did not involve his official posi- 
tion, and he was prosecuted as a private 
citizen. Granted, his act could be a com- 
ment on his abilities as a public official 
— but the crime was a private crime, not 
involving the wiretappings of public offi- 
cials, etc.

EDITORIAL: Let's protect the way 


we're represented In Springfield. 


In the Friday, June ft edition of the 


Herald, the intrepid Roger Capcttini 
takes up the cudgel in the great rape 
controversy. I believe he made several 
excellent points, but as is customary in 
discussions of this sort, what I personally 
consider to be a major cause of rape was 
studiously avoided. What this glaring 
oversight is due to, I am not certain. 
Perhaps it is the fear of feminine wrath. 


The glaring oversight to which I refer 


is of course the absence of discussion of 
women's clothing — or the lack of it. 


In his column Roger mentions the cy- 


nical attitude of the police whenever a 
rape is reported. I ask him to consider 
what his visceral reaction would be if a 
woman were to walk into his office wear- 
ing a mini-miniskirt, a pair of short 
shorts or a pair of slacks that looked for 
all the world as if they had come out of 
an aerosol can, Instead of a dresser 
drawer, and report to him that she had 
been raped. Roger, wouldn't you be just 
a little bit thrilled — excuse me, I mean 
skeptical? 


Fortunately there are a couple of solu- 


tions, though tongue-in-check, to this 
problem of our increasing rape rate: 1) 
Return to the standards of dress for 
women of 30 years ago.

just as most of them do now. I feel this 
procedure would sort of separate the 
wheat from the chaff. It would save ev- 
eryone concerned a lot of time — in- 
cluding the police. 


Admittedly, the foregoing is facetious. 


It is meant to be. But being quite 
serious, I believe most women would 
agree that even if they did want to dress 
more conservatively, they would find 
such Items difficult to purchase, except 
at very high prices. 


Who, then, in the final conclusion, is 


most responsible for the undressed state 
of the American woman? Any objective 
person must conclude that it is those who 
design, promote, manufacture and sell 
the monstrosities and mlni-strosities that 
are passed off as "style." I submit that

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Futures trading exempt from freeze!

NEW YORK - Most Americans think 


• foreign trade zone Is just in area of «n 
International airport where you can buy 
liquor or perfume duty free, but it's 
something vastly more important, says 
Marshall Miller of Kansas City. 


Miller expect! the new Great Midwest 


International Trade Center to make land- 
locked Kansas City one of the world's 
blHXcr Import-export markets. He says it 
will Increase the foreign trade of Kansas 
City and Its hinterland from a present $3 
billion n vcnr to Jfi billion In three years. 


Recently back from a month's visit to 


Japan, Miller has all but completed deals 
with several big Japanese companies to 
locate In the Kansas City trade zone. A 
number of European and some American 
firms also plan to locate there. 


THE KANSAS CITY zone Is unique 


among the United States' 10 foreign 
trade zones designated by the federal 
government. It Is the only one far inland, 
and the biggest. It It the only one with 
two separate areas and underground 
storage and travel facilities. 


And It Is the first to be entirely oper- 


ated by private enterprise with no bu- 
reaucratic supervision. It Is on a water, 
rail, highway and air transportation hub 
that can tap the entire Midwest over- 
night. It Is served by 1,200-ton barges in 
the Missouri • Mississippi river system. 


Out this trade zone Isn't designed to 


dispense liquor and other luxury goods at 
bargain prices. 


Kathcr, It Is a manufacturing, assem- 


bly and warehousing center for goods 


from all over the world. It enables manu- 
facturers to bring products into the 
United States without paying tariff duty, 
and warehouse and process them until 
they leave the trade zone to be marketed 
throughout the United States. 


If they go to other foreign countries 


after being processed, there is no Ameri- 
can duty. American workers, however, 
arc paid for processing the goods, and 
A m e r i c a n financial institutions and 
A m e r i c a n transportation companies 
benefit from processing and distribution 
of the goods. 


CONDITIONS THAT promise to make 


the Kansas City zone attractive to 
world's manufacturers vary tremendous- 
ly, Miller said. He cited two examples to 
explain the basic principle. 


"A foreign bicycle manufacturer can 


ship components into the Kansas City 
trade zone without paying duty. He then 
can assemble them into complete bi- 
cycles with American labor. When he 
ships them out of Kansas City to other 
parts of the United States, he pays only 
the 5V4 per cent duty." 


The other example rests on the fact 


that American makers of products can 
Import up to 40 per cent foreign com- 
ponents into the Kansas City trade zone 
at substantial savings without paying 
any tariff duty. 


The finished products can be assem- 


bled In the trade zone with American la- 
bor, then can be legally shipped any- 
where In the United States without pay- 
Ing duty so long as the foreign cost com- 
ponent Is 49 per cent or less.

Sales exceeded redemptions 
in 1072 by about 60 per cent. Roughly $58 
billion of Scries E and H bonds arc now 
outstanding — a sizable part of the feder- 
al public debt. 


Why have savers begun Investing 


again In U.S. Savings Bonds when re- 
demptions exceeded sates for so many 
years? From IBM through 1970, the U.S. 
Treasury paid out $7 billion more to re- 
deem bonds than It sold. Two main rea- 
sons account for the switch: 


Interest paid on Scries E and H bonds 


competes favorably with savings ac- 
count* In banks and ravings and loan as- 
sociations. Both E and H bonds now earn 
5.5 per cent if hold to maturity. In 1957 
tho Treasury was paying only 4.15 per 
cent Interest on savings bonds.

WASHINGTON - The government's 


price freeze was supposed to cover all 
prices except those for raw farm prod- 
ucts. It Isn't quite that complete. 


Speculators in industrial commodities 


also are exempt from the freeze, but 
they cannot deliver the merchandise at 
prices higher than those that existed the 
first week in June. 


Here Is how that works: 
Industrial metals are sold and bought 


on the commodity market for future de- 
livery, and some metals have been rising 
on the commodity markets since the 
freeze. 


That puzzled some newsmen,, who had 


been told all commodities except for 
farm products were covered by the 
freeze. A check at the Cost of Living 
Council turned up information that the 
fine print of the regulations exempts 


from the freeze trading in future deliv- 
eries of industrial commodities. But de- 
livery of the industrial commodities is 
not exempt. 


That doesn't seem to make sense at 


first. How can a man sell a commodity 
for a higher price if he is not allowed to 
deliver it at that price? 


THE ANSWER IS quite simple. The 


speculator doesn't really deal in the com- 
modity. He deals in paper. Very seldom, 
if ever, does a speculator see the com- 
modity In which he is buying and selling. 
The speculator doesn't take delivery, he 
merely balances his account long before 
the delivery date Is up, buying as much 
as he has sold or selling as much as he 
bought — all on paper. And he wins or 
loses basing his judgment against that of 
other speculators. 


The transactions thus are exempt from 


the freeze, because they involve paper 
trading in futures. 


There is some feeling that the price 


freeze on actual deliveries will tend to 
discourage speculation. That may be so, 
because for the next 60 days the metals 
cannot be delivered at prices higher than 
existed during the first week in June — 
no matter what prices are on the com- 
modity markets. 


HOWEVER, THERE IS another side of 


that argument. There is very little 
chance of a rollback, and speculators 
dealing in futures might figure the prices 
are bound to break through the freeze 
levels when Phase IV comes. That will 
be in less than 60 days unless the freeze 
is continued. 


The situation gets even more com- 


plicated for futures trading which oc- 
curred before the freeze. 


Suppose, for example, a commodity 


was sold on the futures market some 
time ago to be delivered during the 


freeze period, at a price above the freeze • 
level. Not knowing the freeze was com-, 
ing, the buyer and the seller were acting; 
in good faith on that transaction. 
. 


The last time that happened was dur-. 


ing the Korean War when the managers; 
of the commodity markets stepped in to; 
arrange equitable settlements. 


Apparently it's all legal so long as the' 


merchandise — not the paper but the; 
commodity itself — is not delivered at a. 
price higher than the freeze level.

NOTE ONE OTHER advantage — as 


Scries E bonds appreciate, the deferred 
(ox represented by the increased re- 
demption value amounts to a tax-free in- 
vestment. When Scries E bonds are 
traded for Series II bonds, the new H 
bonds pay interest on the original cash 
plus interest accumulated tax free.

Two disadvantages: (1) U.S. Savings 


bonds cannot be pledged as collateral for 
a loan. (2) Savings bonds must be held to 
maturity to collect the full 5.5 per cent 
Interest. Rates arc lower at the begin- 
ning.

vitamin E has helped people with heart 
disease. What docs constitute "scientific 
evidence?" 


Dear Reader — The American Heart 


Association has recommended that men, 
particularly, should not cat more than 
three egg yolks per week. More recently 
the Inter-Society Commission on Heart 
Disease has recommended that the total 
intake of cholesterol from all sources, 
eggs, meat, milk, fish, chicken, and all 
animals, should be limited to 300 milli- 
grams a day (one egg yolk contains from 
225 to 275 milligrams of cholesterol). 


What constitutes scientific evidence? 


That is a good question. If individuals 
responsible for marketing coconut oil 
stated that, on the basis of their in- 
vestigation, coconut oil contained no ca- 
lorics there might be some reason to 
have their observations confirmed by sci- 
entists not involved in marketing coconut 
oil. 


Valid research or scientific evidence 


must be reproducible by other indepen- 
dent scientists. If one investigator 
comes up with a conclusion on the basis

of his research observations, another 
competent Investigator ought to be able 
to do the same experiment and come up 
with the same results, Sometimes this is 
not possible and it develops that there 
was some flaw in the original research 
project or the observations made. This is 
what's wrong with the vitamin E idea. 
Enthusiastic reports are no substitute for 
properly designed studies that permit va- 
lid conclusions. 


The claims that vitamin E cures heart 


disease would have to be confirmed by 
other Investigators using valid research 
methods designed to permit such a con- 
clusion before they were accepted. The 
facts are just the opposite. Dr. Robert 
Olson, for one, has studied vitamin E 
with well-designed research projects and 
has been unable to confirm that vitamin 
E is useful in preventing or treating 
heart conditions. 


The problems that can arise from the 


misinterpretations of observations or im- 
properly designed research studies is one 
of the reasons medical scientists have 
encouraged investigators to have their 
studies confirmed by other reputable sci- 
entists before they are publicized or rec- 
ommended to the public. In this way the 
public is protected from misinformation 
that can be detrimental to their health.

But these methods of finding out 


what's happening in the outside world 
would either run into security problems 
or cause him to fall asleep at his desk. 


The most practical system I can con- 


ceive occurred to me when one of the 
Watergate witnesses mentioned "the 
plumbers," a team of White House 
agents assigned to investigate news 
leaks. 


THIS SYSTEM WOULD keep the Pres- 


ident informed by means of reverse 
leaks. 


Instead of stopping information from 


leaking out of the White House, the 
plumbers would devise some way for in- 
formation to leak into the White House. 


Specifically, a leak that would ooze 


past the barriers erected by the staff and 
seep into the President's Oval Office. 


An inbound leak would have been a 


godsend in the early stages of the Water- 
gate affair. For then the President would 
have been almost as well informed as 
the reporters who were disclosing the de- 
tails, thus sparing him a great deal of 
embarrassment. 


With hot and cold leaks dripping right 


on his desk, the President would always 
be in communication with the outside 
world. And truth would be as close as the 
nearest dribble.

For the period from approximately March 4, 
1966 to January 7, 1972, annual rate regulars 
were entitled to overtime wages under Public Law 
89-301 for work performed during days or hours 
outside of their regular schedule as a result of a 
required temporary schedule change, unless the 
schedule change occurred while they were occu- 
pying any of the following positions: (1) post- 
master; (2) rural carrier:'(3) postal inspector; 
(4) road duty employee (as defined in 39 U.S.C. 
Sec. 3581 (1962)); (5) substitute employee; (6) 
hourly rate regular employee; (7) annual rate 
regulars who, between March 4.

incident to implementation of the Consent Order, 
as to which parties were unable to reach agree- 
ment.

will conduct a Final Hearing on al. issues which 
have been decided by the Court in tiiis litigation, 
in Courtroom 22, United States Court House, 3d 
Street and Constitution Avenue, N.W., Washing- 
ton, D.C. at 10:00 a.m. on July 30, 1973. Any 
person claiming to be a member of the class who 
wishes to be heard in this matter by an attorney 
other than the attorneys who represent the orig- 
inal plaintiffs in this litigation, will be afforded 
due opportunity to be heard thereat by his at- 
torney, provided his attorney so notifies the un- 
dersigned Clerk of Court in writing prior to July 
15.1973.

. The Court will upon conclusion of that hearing 
enter an order effecting partial Final Judgment 
disposing of all issues which have been decided as 
of the date of such Final Judgment, subject to the 
Court, upon being advised by the parties that all 
aspects of the controversy have been settled, en- 
tering the Final Judgment contemplated by the 
Consent Order, as heretofore amended. 


The parties have reached agreement to submit 


to final and binding arbitration, individual dis- 
putes remaining upon conclusion of the U.S.

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Wulergate: a challenge of courage 
Bug limelight didn't bug Ervin; 'duty9 called 


by IRA BKRKOW 


(Flnt In a Five-Part Series.) 


WASHINGTON — "Got somo dirt on 


Ervln." This order was allegedly Issued 
by II. It. "Bob" Haldcman, then White 
House chief of staff, to Republican offi- 
cial* In North Carolina. Though tho in- 
cident Is relatively old news, the reaction 
gives current insight Into Sen. Sam Er- 
vln, tho North Carolina Democrat. 


North Carolina officials considered tho 


smear directive absurd because, said 
Chnrlct Jonas Jr., who headed tho last 
two presidential campaigns for Richard 
Nixon In North Carolina, "Ervln's stand- 
Ing li Impeccable." 


Ai for Ervln himself, he recalled that 


report now as ho sat In his book-lined 
office In tho Old Senate Office Building. 
"I wasn't concerned," said tho 78-year- 
old senator, In his pebbled, easy reso- 
nance. "Tho statute of limitations long 
since run off on all my misdeeds." 


\\IIKN KltVIN accepted the chairman- 


ship of tho Senate Select Committee on 
Presidential Campaign Activities (the 
"Watergate" committee) ho did so with 
tho knowledge that ho would bo taking 
somo risks. 


Ervln Is among several men and wom- 


en who have distinguished themselves In 
tho otherwise squalid Watergate caso. 
There is, for example, Chief Judge John 
J. Sirica of tho U. S. District Court In 
Washington who faced possible ridicule 
and recriminations In hit dramatic and 
successful attempt to probe deeper into 
tho truth of tho Watergate burglary. 


There Is, for another, Washington Post 


publisher Katharlno Graham. Despite 
one of tho most blistering attacks by any 
administration ever upon a newspaper, 
she encouraged, the continued In- 
vestigative reporting on Watergate. 


ERVIN KNEW that his phone could be 


tapped, his tax returns pulled, his state 
deprived of federal old and projects. If 
tho hearings were considered partisan or 
ineffective or laughable, ho could be dis- 
graced. 


Ho knew ho might incur the wrath of 


his constituents. And ho was right — 
about some. Ho has been accused In re- 
cent weeks of "trying to crucify the 
President," of being a "disgusting pub- 
licity seeker," of being both a pawn of 
tho "lying press" and a tool of the liber- 


als. He also knew some people would be 
bored or made "sick and tired" of the 
continuing investigation. 


Why did Ervin expose himself to such 


risks: "Duty," ho sold. "Duty Is the sub- 
llmest word In our language. I remember 
reading something Robert E. Lee told his 
son, Curtis Lee, when the boy went off to 
school at West Point. He said, 'Do your 
duty In all things. You can't do more and 
you should never wish to do less.' 


"1 THOUGHT about the problem fac- 


ing us now. I came to an intellectually 
honest conclusion, and then I did what I 
felt was right, regardless of the con- 
sequences. 


"I also know this might not have been 


popular with a lot of folks. There Is a 
human instinct not to want to face evil. 
For those people, the sun Is always shin- 
ing." (However, letters to tho Senate 
committee were recently running 11-1 In 
its favor.) 


"If I made any contribution to all 


this," said Ervln, "it is that I said tho 
Senate committee, by decree of the 
United States Supreme Court, has tho 
right to subpoena any witness It wants, 
with no exception." 


ERVIN, THE highly respected con- 


stitutional lawyer, swept aside the Presi- 
dent's umbrclln-liko interpretation of ex- 
ecutive privilege by colling it "executive 
poppycock." And he seriously threatened 
to have any White House aide flung in 
the clink for contempt if he refused to 
comply. 


"Sometimes," said Ervln, "It takes a 


whole lot to stir people." 


Ho was chosen by a landslide Senate 


vote to head the Select Committee for 
three reasons. 


First, as Sen. Mike Mansfield said, 


"Ervln was tho only man we could have 
picked on either side of the aisle who'd 
have the respect of the Senate as a 
whole." 


Second, ho had judicial experience — 


six years on the North Carolina Supreme 
Court. 


Third, ho was not a presidential aspi- 


rant who could be accused of seeking na- 
tional political gain. 


AND WITH the televising of the Water- 


gate hearings, Ervin has become a most 
highly recognizable national figure, this 
after 18 years in the Senate. If courage

and principle make a hero, then Ervin 
seems to fit the description. Yet he is an 
unlikely looking hero, if one goes by raw- 
boned Hollywood ideals. 


He sits In the middle of the long table 


in the hearing room as he and fellow 
committee members interrogate wit- 
nesses. His heavy eyebrows flutter ner- 
vously over dark-rimmed glasses. Jowls 
jounce. Lower lip Is trembly. A fattish 
hawk nose. Strands of white hair part 
from the middle of his forehead and re- 
semble a bird's wings flapping. 


He will jab the air with a craggy arth- 


ritic finger and puncture a silly state- 
ment by a witness. ("When you've been 
Interrogated by Sen. Ervin," said Sen. 
Howard Baker, R-Tenn., committee vice 
chairman, "you've been interrogated by 
the best.") 


THOUGH HE is no clown, he can be 


clownish. When a crank in the visitors' 
gallery shouted that he was now running 


looks 


for president, Ervln retorted, "This is 
not the proper forum to announce a can- 
didacy for president." Ervln's blue eyes 
were merry as the staid Senate hearing 
room broke up. 


He Is Southern homespun, but a gradu- 


ate of Harvard Law School. He is 
avuncular, a Bible-quoter, but also prag- 
matic. "Don't be misled, he's a politician 
like the rest of us, only less so," said a 
peer on Capitol Hill who has known him 
for years. 


In short, Ervin is human — a most 


appealing quality in an age and adminis- 
tration of impenetrable plastic. 


"WATERGATE" said Ervln, "is a 


great tragedy for the country. But a gov- 
ernment operating on a suppression of 
truth is worse. This country is no 
monarchy, where the king can do no 
wrong. And where it is treason to say so. 
We can't emulate ostriches and stick our 
heads in the sand." 


Ervin had first to conquer himself be- 


fore he could realize his own strengths. A 
problem in his younger days was his 
being "high-strung," as he puts it. He 
developed ulcers. He knew he had to 
curb his violent temper. He read Dale 
Carnegie's book, "How to Stop Worrying 
and Start Living." 
_ 


"I learned not to regret yesterday and 


not to be concerned with tomorrow and 
the day after tomorrow," he said. "It's 
like the old black man who said, 'I have 
learned to cooperate witk the inevi- 
table.' " 


So Sam Ervin has not had an ulcer 


symptom in 35 years. He can also tell 
you that at 11:20 a.m. on May 10, 1940, 
he quit smoking. He felt cigarcts were 
running his life. He decided to take over 
again, and hasn't smoked since. 


HE HAS LEARNED that, when you ad- 


mit a problem and then are honestly de- 
termined to right it, you can. He relates 
this philosophy to the Watergate scandal. 


"Despite the travail of the moment, 


the country will be better for it," he said. 
"Men in public office will become more 
responsible. There will be less secrecy. 
And leaders will understand that they 
are not kings who rule by divine right. 


"I think we can make our mistakes 


stepping stones to higher things."

Saccharin, the only artificial sweetener 


left on the market since cyclamntes were 
banned, now appears to be headed to- 
ward the same fate. But not if the food 
Industry can possibly help it. 


The Industry has launched a renewed 


attack against the Dclancy Amendment 
lo the Food and Drug Act, which pro- 
hibits asc of any food additive found to 
cause cancer In man or animals. 


Although an effort by Congress to ap- 


propriate money for the FDA to reassess 
tho Dclancy clause failed earlier this 
month, a Citizens Commission on Sci- 
ence, Law and the Food Supply was con- 
vened by the fowl Industry last Febru- 
ary, reportedly to deal with the Dclancy 
clause. 


Formation of the commission was an- 


nounced by the Nutrition Foundation, an 
Industry-oriented organization, and the 
Food nnd Drug Law Institute. It docs not 
Include any consumer or public Inter- 
est representatives. 


ALTHOUGH THE commission has de- 


nied that It Is out to get the Dclancy 
clause, United Press International re- 
ported that FDA officials believe this Is 
tho commission's role. 


FDA general counsel Peter B. Hutt 


conceded to UPI that FDA officials, In- 
e l u d i n g former FDA Commissioner 
Charles C. Edwards, had Inspired forma- 
tion of the group and that the agency 
favors the investigation. 


But tho National Cancer Institute and 


other professional scientific bodies havo 
urged retention of the Dclancy clause. 
They argue that there Is no way to deter- 
mine safe dietary levels for carcinogens. 


Opponents of the 1050 law have argued 


that dosages used In tests to determine 
whether a substance causes cancer are 
usually much higher than the amount a 


human being would consume. Tho valid- 
ity of animal tests in proving anything 
about cancer in man has also been ques- 
tioned. 


But, according to Dr.Virgil Wodlcka, 


director of the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration's Bureau of Foods, "Tho difficul- 
ty Is that you can't run damaging tests 
on man. You're going to have to get your 
evidence from animals..." 


AND, HE POINTS out, "the closer the 


biology of two species the more they will 
tend to react in the same way to the 
same stimulus." Test animals must also 
be chosen for their reasonably short life 
cycle, so that results can be obtained as 
quickly as possible. 


The high dosages, he explained, are 


necessary because of the small number 
of animals used. The theory Is illustrated 
In a document prepared by the Health 
Research Group, a Ralph Nader organi- 
zation. 


"If the test substance caused cancer In 


one per cent of the animals exposed to It 
at low levels, It would be possible that 
none of 50 animals fed the substance 
would show tumors. 


"Yet, if the substance had a carcino- 


genic (cancerous) effect in one per cent 
of the human population, it might mean 
two million cancer victims..." 


MOREOVER, according to Dr. Samuel 


S. Epstein, professor of environmental 
health and human ecology at Case West- 
ern Reserve University in Cleveland, 
there is "no valid basis" for the claim 
that animals are more sensitive to can- 
cer-causing substances than humans. 


In fact, in the case of thalidomlde, the 


tronquilizcr found to cause birth defects, 
humans were shown to be 60 times more 
sensitive than mice, 100 times more sen- 
sitive than rats and 700 times more sen- 
sitive than hamsters, Dr. Epstein said. 


He added that sales of chemical addi- 


tives are expected to grow from $485 mil- 
lion In 1970 to $750 million by 1980 and 
suggested that this is not the time to con- 
sider weakening the protection of the 
Delaney douse. 


But the whole controversy could possi- 


bly bo rendered a moot question If new 
research developments pan out. 


A Palo-Alto bio-chemist and founder of 


the Alza Corp. has a hypothesis that 
chemical food additives can be made 
completely safe by being made unab- 
sorbable. • 


ALEJANDRO ZAFFARONI has estab- 


lished a subsidiary company called 
Dynapol expressly to work on this theo- 
ry. Backed by investments of $37 million, 
Dynapol scientists hope to develop a way 
of increasing the size of food additive 
molecules so that they won't be absorbed 
by the Intestine and thus won't accumu- 
late in various organs of the body where 
they can cause trouble. 


Dynapol researchers also are in- 


vestigating the possibility of doing the 
same thing to sugar, which would pre- 
vent it from piling up calorics in the 
body and thus eliminate the weight to- 
crease effect of sugar In the diet. Such a 
development would also, of course, elimi- 
nate the need for artificial sweeteners. 


The food Industry Is reportedly keeping 


a close watch on progress at Dynapol, 
while continuing its assault on the Dela- 
ney clause in the meantime. The out- 
come on either front is measured in mil- 
lions of dollars for the food Industry. 


Consumers, however, have more than 


money riding on the two developments. 
The chemical content of the food Ameri- 
cans eat — and any consequent physical 
effects — will depend greatly on the fate 
of the Delaney clause and possibly on the 
success of Dynapol's research.

Alice Flaxton, my best friend and next- 


door neighbor, couldn't wait to show me 
the newspaper article about weed control 
In Arlington Heights. 


She had found me at the edge of the 


garden where I was gazing at the growth 
with my usual June-jaundiced eye to- 
ward gardening.

has only allowed $25,000 for tho creek Im- 
provement* In Ills budget. "It's kind of 
an Issue how much money will to avail- 
able for tho project from the state," ho 
said. "We just won't find out until tho 
governor nets." 


Tho $150,000 bill, which passed the Sen- 


ate earlier this month, In in the House, 
where It Is being sponsored by Rep. John 
I'ortcr, R-Evnnslon. 


Porter nald the bill mny run Into some 


opposition In I ho House because of the 
governor's budget. "There could be some 
opposition depending on what the Demo- 
crats want to do In the appropriations 
area." ho said. "They mny want to stick 
strictly with the governor's budget." 


ACCORDING TO I'ortcr, the bill mny 


also hit snags nftcr passage by the 
House. He said the governor can veto the 
bill entirely or merely decide to impound 
the funds allocated for the creek Im- 
provement. 


"That's the problem with any appro- 


priations bill." Porter said. "If wo 
change the level of appropriation from a 
level that Is lower to one Hint Is higher, 
tho governor can Impound It and there 
Isn't anything we can do about it." 


Tho bill, originally sponsored by Glass 


and Sen. Karl 
Horning. R-Decrfleld, 


would provide $50,000 needed for the pro- 
posed retention bnsin In the Arlington 
Country Club. The state has already allo- 
cated $110.000 of the $130,000 needed from 
It for tho project. 


The remaining $100.000 would be used 


for channel improvements along the 
creek In Wheeling and Buffalo Grove. 
Both the retention basin and the channel 


Improvements arc designed to alleviate 
flooding from the creek. 


POUTER SAID the situation is similar 


to that Involving a bill he proposed for 
Improvements to McDonald Creek, south 
of Wheeling. He said his bill would allo- 
cate $210,000 for creek improvements, 
but that the governor's budget allows 
only $60,000 for the project. 


According to Porter, the minimum fig- 


ure for improvements to McDonald 
Creek was $110,000, with the complete 
program costing $210,000. "I asked for 
tho maximum, but I'd be willing to settle 
for the nominal figure," ho said. "Tho 
$60,000 won't do anything." 


Porter said tho situation is similar 


since a minimum of $50,000 Is needed for 
tho proposed retention basin. Ho said 
that the $25,000 proposed by the governor 
would accomplish little for the area In 
flood relief. 


Both Glass and Porter said they are 


hopeful the entire $150,000 will be avail- 
able for the creek improvements. They 
both said Gov. Walker had pledged him- 
self to flood control programs during his 
election campaign. 


"WE'RE GOING to do our best to get 


both these bills out," Porter said. "We 
should put pressure on now to pass Uic 
bills, but wo should then follow it up. In 
other words, if tho governor doesn't 
spend tho money, then the voters should 
blumo him." 


Porter said tho bill on Buffalo Creek 


will be set for a hearing in the House 
Appropriations Committee this week. Ha 
said the bill on McDonald Creek was 
unanimously approved lost week by the 
appropriations committee, and will come 
More the House this week. 


Although Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. 


Dan Larson Is optimistic about the pas- 
sago of the bill, Wheeling Village Mgr. 
George Passolt said ho expected opposi- 
tion from the governor, "The governor is 
sponsoring one bill himself, and I think

Suddenly you realize you're watching 


tilings, abosrbing the casual attentive- 
ness of the patrolman next to you. Even 
if you don't know quite what you're 
watching for, you sense that the patrol- 
man docs. 


"You're looking for trouble is what 


you're doing," Officer Kerry Kenney told 
me os we bagan last Thursday's evening 
shift. 


You find out quickly that trouble 


comes in a variety of forms, for police- 
men everywhere. 


There are animal complaints and acci- 


dents, suspicious people and cars, family 
disturbances, burglaries and traffic vio- 
lations. It takes that special attentive- 
ness to be aware of them. 


THE SIREN was pulsating and we 


were speeding down Arlington Heights 
Road before I even spotted the traffic 
violator wo were tailing. But Kenney had 
seen him Ignore the stop signal ahead 
and the next thing I knew he was getting 
out of the car. Slapping on the broad 
brimmed Buffalo Grove police hat, ac- 
cording to standard police procedure, he 
issued the driver a ticket. 


The paper work over, it was back to 


the road. 


"One thing you have to say about po- 


lice work is that there's not a lot of mo- 
notony to it," Kenney commented. "You 
never know what's going to happen 
next." 


The department has five squad cars 


and three to four of them are out on pa- 
trol 24 hours a day. Three shifts divide 
the day and the shifts are rotated every 
three months. 


The department has divided the village 


into two geographical areas and one 
squad car continually covers each of 
them. The other one or two cars then 
patrol the whole village, acting as back- 
up units for all serious complaints. 


ALL OF THE cars drive randomly 


through the designated areas, rather 
than following any prescribed route. Ev- 
ery night every street in Buffalo Grove is 
covered, Kenney said, with each squad 
car averaging 70-80 miles per night. 


There's one nice thing about covering a 


suburb the size of Buffalo Grove, he said. 
"You get to know everything about it. 
You learn what's normal and what to 
look out for." 


The three shifts differ in character, ac- 


cording to the police. On the late night 
shift burglaries and traffic accidents 
crop up most often. "Everything looks 
more suspicious then," Kenney said, 


"and you generally handle more serious 
complaints." 


The daytime shift is calmer, handling 


things like animal complaints and prob- 
lems between neighbors and children. 
The evening shift from 3 to 11 p.m:, 
tends to be a mixture of both of the oilier 
shifts. 


There was a taste of the variety when 


we pulled up to assist one harried lady, 
locked out of her house. In this case the 
police played burglar, finally discovering 
a screen which could be opened. 


THE POLICY IN such cases is to warn 


the residents how to keep less desirable 
visitors from entering the same way. 


A message crackled over the police ra- 


dio and we were off looking for a car 
fleeing from a hit and run accident in 
Lake Zurich. 


From the registration information on 


such a car which comes over the radio, 
the police often have some idea of what 
roads to watch. 


We parked in a gas station, watching, 


waiting and hoping to spot that particu- 
lar license plate. It never came. 


"You have to get lucky in a case like

Pregnancy and venereal disease are 


two of the worst things that can happen 
to a'teen-ager. But,one thing is feared 
more — that his or her parents will find 
out. 


Teen-agers who might have no qualms 


about seeking advice from the family 
doctor for most other reasons avoid 
treatment for these dreaded problems, 
because they are afraid the news will 
leak back to their parents that they are 
seeking birth control or venereal disease 
treatment. 


Now there's a special clinic set up to 


handle the personal problems of birth 
control and VD. It's called the Cross- 
roads Clinic, and It's organized around a 
core of five gynecologists and residents 
who operate the clinic especially for 
teens who might not seek help otherwise. 


The clinic, temporarily located at 222 


E. Hicks PL, Palatine, grew out of an 
interest a group of local adults during 
the past year who have been working 
with young people and felt such a clinic 
was needed. 


Until this year, when the clinic was or- 


ganized, school nurses and youth coun- 
selors had no good avenue for directing 
kids to places where they could get help, 
besides the family doctor or the Cook 
County Public Health Department in Chi- 
cago and DCS Plaines. 


NO ABORTIONS are performed at the 


clinic, according to its coordinator, Bar- 
bara Mlchclln. But for girls who have 
already had abortions, the doctor will 
give whatever post-abortion treatment 
may bo needed. The clinic doctors also 
avoid referring girls to abortion clinics. 
They direct pregnant girls to seek coun- 
seling at the Bridge youth services bu- 
reau in Palatine or other youth coun- 
seling agencies in the area, Miss Mich- 
clln said. 


Most of the people that use the clinic 


arc girls. And most of them are seeking 
birth control pills. But prescribing the 
pill or other method of birth control isn't 
the clinics only role. Every person com- 
ing to the clinic is given a routine VD 
test. 


"The best thing a doctor can do is to 


discover VD in a girl who didn't suspect 
she had it," one of the clinic doctors 
commented. Venereal disease is particu- 


larly difficult for women to detect, and 
one of the easiest to cure. Both syphilis 
and gonorrhea can be killed by penicillin. 


The clinic laboratory has facilities to 


do the complete VD test, including se- 
rology and blood tests. Young people who 
are tested for VD call in the next day to 
get the results. 


When someone does turn up with ven- 


ereal disease, his or her case is reported 
to public health officials, who try to 
backtrack and find other people that 
may have contracted the disease from 
the infected person. But parents no long- 
er have to be told that their child has 
VD. 


MOST OF THE kids coming to the clin- 


ic are from the Northwest suburbs: Ar- 
lington Heights, Barrlngton, DCS Plaines, 
Elk Grove Village, Buffalo Grove, Wheel- 
ing, Schaumburg, 
Hoffman Estates, 


Mount Prospect, Rolling Meadows, and, 
of course, Palatine. 


A doctor sees an average of 12 to 15 


youths an evening, Miss Michelln said, 
most of whom are 15 to 21 years old. 


"We try to take some time with each 


person, instead of the impersonal way 
that people may be handled in other clin- 
ics," Miss Michelin said. Including a 
short talk with a staff member, a girl 
will probably spend about 15 minutes in 
the office during her visit to the clinic. 


Extensive counseling about why or If a 


girl really wants to use birth control 
doesn't happen at Crossroads, partly be- 
casue of lack of staff, space and time. 
But by the time a teenager comes to 
Crossroad's, she's already made up her 
mind that she wants some kind of birth 
control, Miss Michelln said. 


Many of the girls have talked with 


counselors at youth agencies before de- 
ciding to use the pill, she added. Lack of 
counseling facilities is a drawback to the 
clinic, though, according to one of the 
doctors. 


"THE BIGGEST problem Is our in- 


ability to sufficiently counsel kids who 
may have deeper problems," he said. If 
a particular problem is apparent, the 
doctor may recommend that the person 
seek help from the Bridge. 


A visit to the clinic costs $15, including 


an examination, blood test, venereal dis- 
ease culture, Pap smear and a one- 
month prescription for birth control pills 
or other methods if that is what the

THE OPTION to purchase the land 


was signed last week, at a reported price 
of $12,000 per acre. No other options will 
be taken out until this site has been in- 
vestigated, according to Norbert John- 
son, executive assistant to Howlctt in 
charge of physical services.

Search com- 
mittee members were hoping for a loca- 
tion that could be seen from one of those 
roads and easily accessible. This site 
meets neither of those conditions, ac- 
cording to committee member Howard I. 
Olscn. 


Illinois officials have 120 days on the 


option to test for soil conditions and dis- 
cuss financial aspects of the property. 


MORE THAN a year ago, the state ex- 


ercised another option on the 40-acre 
Koop property just west of Palatine, on 
Qucntin Road between Northwest High- 
way and Dundee Road. Very poor soil 
conditions were discovered on the prop- 
erty, and state officials set up the search 
committee to find other locatons. 


The current location is five miles west 


of the rejected Qucntin Road site. 


The search for a new testing station 


site has been going on for several years. 
A year ago, state legislators appro- 
priated $5.3 million to complete the facil- 
ity, including $1.5 to $2 million for con- 
structing the building. It will Include 
complete testing procedures, including 
behind-thc-wheel driving lanes. 


The closest stations presently in oper- 


ation are in Libcrtyville, Elgin and Lom- 
bard.

"The first round (of telephone calling) 
brought a good healthy response and we 
are hoping for the same this time," said 
Reno Trevor, treasurer of the center's 
board of directors. 


Collections this year are following the 


same pattern as In the past, according to 
Mrs. Trevor. Last year pledges were col- 
lected from approximately 700 of the 800 


marchers. 


Pledges have been averaging more 


than $20 from each marcher and the cen- 
ter is still hopeful of meeting its $20,000 
projection. 


Marchers received pledges of money 


for each mile they walked in the 20-mile 
hike from various sponsors. The money 
collected in the hike is of particular Im- 
portance this year because of the end of 
federal funding and dismantling of the 
Office of Economic Opportunity ordered 
by President Nixon.

"We ask a girl about specific problems 


in her family's medical history that 
might affect her ability to take the pill, 
but we have to depend on what she can 
tell us," a doctor explained. 


The dangers of taking the pill are 


much less today than they were several 
years ago, when each pill contained a 
high content of the hormone estrogen. 
The newest pills each have small do- 
sages of estrogen and 
progesterone, 


causing fewer side effects and are con- 
sidered safer to take. 


HOURS AT THE clinic are 7-10 p.m. 


each Monday, Thursday and Saturday. 
Young people can make appointments 
for an examination by calling 359-7575. 
Appointments should be made before 
coming into the clinic, according to Miss 
Michelin.

Schaumburg and Wheeling town- 
ship officials have been asked for $2,000 
each, and Miss Michelin plans to request 
$5,000 from Palatine Township tonight 
when the township board of auditors 
meet.

for more roomy facilities now, in hopes' 
of moving the clinic out of its cramped 
quarters. The clinic will probably stay in 
Palatine, though, to be close to the 
Bridge youth bureau.

"I don't think it's 
necessary thoy take so long. I'm wonder- 
Ing If they'll really fix tho parkways up 
like the city said they would. They've 
made such n mess of everyone's lawn." 


"THAT PILE of rocks and cement has 


been out In front of my house for months. 
I called city hall," said R. C. Robertson, 
2604 Joseph Avc., "but nothing has been 
done." 


Mrs. Michael Zlcntara, 2708 Joseph 


Avc., said, "some of the small children 
have hurt themselves while playing in 
that junk." "Tho city promised to re-sod 
the parkways, according to my neigh- 
bor. We all laughed. We're the ones who 
will pay for it," Michael Zlcntara sold. 


One resident said she Is afraid to put 


her house up for sale with the neighbor- 
hood and parkway looking so messy. 


Many of the residents said they have 


been calling Aid, Carmen Sarlo (6th) and 
complaining about when the contractors 
will be out to finish the Job. 


"If I called the city engineer once, I've 


called them six times," Sarlo said. 


Sarlo recommended action be taken 


against Roscttl at the last city council 
meeting. City Engineer Robert Bowcn, 
agreed to stop payments to the Rosctti 
Construction Co.

have the money," United general man- 
ager John Hanke said. "We can't do It on 
fare box alone anymore. Labor costs are 
out of proportion. They don't even come 
close. Some sort of subsidy will be 
needed to keep bus lines going." 


Hanke told the aldermen that Des 


Plaines faces a transit problem with or 
without purchase of the firm. 


If United, which "has been trying ev- 


erything to keep the business going," 
ends operation, school children here will 
be without bus transportation. A Maine 
Township High School Dlst. 207 letter, in 
February, 1972, estimated that cost of 
replacing the bus system would be 
$638,000 to $1 million. The district pays 
about $178,200 a year for United service. 


Des Plaines taxpayers would pay 


about $203,416 to replace school buses, 
Hanko said. 


"Either way you look at It, the tax- 


payers are going to get whacked for 
$200,000," Mayor Herbert Behrel said. 


EDWARD TOBIN. a mass transit dis-

The 
smaller school buses will draw an esti- 
mated $0.1,000 profit this year, Blcitz esti- 
mated. 


Purchase of the bus firm would to fi- 


nancially paved by a two-thirds federal 
grant. The mass transit district's one- 
third of the purchase cost could be bor- 
rowed from local banks. 


The 
federal government 
probably 


would require the city to back the loan, 
DILconardl told the ntdcrmcn. 


BUS HUM LOSSKS this year could to- 


tal $100,000 to $125,000, Tobin said be- 
cause of "one-shot" grants from the city 
and state. The bus company expects an- 
other $18,000 from the CTA bill and 
115,000 to 20,000 as a rebate from the 
stale Department of Education for re- 
duced school fares. Total subsidies this 
year could be $158,062, Hankc said. 


Bllctz bases the $31,000 difference in 


operating losses between public and pri- 
vate ownership on a predicted increase 
In labor costs. Bus employes earned 
$666,983 last year. Labor cost this year 
with private ownership is $717,000. 


With public ownership Blcitz predicted 


labor costs of $848,000 because salaries 
have been held down to keep the firm 
operating. Bllctz' estimate uses CTA sal- 
aries, on Increase of 27 per cent. 


"It's unrealistic to think that the wages

State officials pick site 
for driver test station 


Stale officials have icttled on a site for 


the Northwest suburban driver testing 
station, to be built 10 miles west of Ar- 
lington Heights near III. Rtc. 59. 


Spokesmen for Sec. of State Michael J. 


Howlctt would not reveal the specific lo- 
cation of the •ID-acre site, but did say 
It win "within a cannon shot of Rtc. 5U" 
In Cook County. 


An option to purchase the site was the 


first official step taken this year by the 
Mate to acquire land for the testing sta- 
tion. Four recommendations by a local 
land search committee were rejected In 
favor of the Rtc. 59 site. 


Till-: OPTION to purchase the land 


was signed last week, nt a reported price 
of $12.000 per acre. No other options will 
be taken out until this site hns been In- 
vestigated, according to Norlwrt John- 
son, executive assistant to Howlctt In 
charge of physical services. 


A three-man search committee ap- 


pointed last year by Republican Sec. of 
State John W. Lewis had considered the 
current idle, but rejected it because it 
was loo far from Metropolitan Sanitary 
District sewer lines to be economical, de- 
spite It.i relatively low purchase price. 


Another apparent drawback Is the dis- 


tance of the site from the Northwest Toll- 


way or Rtc. 53 expressway. Search com- 
mittee members were hoping for a loca- 
tion that could be seen from one of those 
roads and easily accessible. This site 
meets neither of those conditions, ac- 
cording to committee member Howard I. 
Olscn. 


Illinois officials have 120 days on the 


option to test for soil conditions and dis- 
cuss financial aspects of the property. 


MORE THAN a year ago, the state ex- 


ercised another option on the 40-acrc 
Koop property just west of Palatine, on 
Qucntin Road between Northwest High- 
way and Dundee Road. Very poor soil 
conditions were discovered on the prop- 
erty, and state officials set up the search 
committee to find other locatons. 


The current location is five miles west 


of the rejected Qucntin Road site.

Reading consultant has big ambitions

New rending textbook* will be the most 


obvious change In the reading program 
nt Elk Grove Township School Dist. SU 
next year, but there arc many other in- 
novations. 


Eileen Llctle, reading consultant who 


Is finishing her first year In the district, 
hns some ambitious plans for the 1973-74 
school year. 


The new textbooks arc n revised ver- 


sion of the current scries used In the dis- 
trict. Other projects ore planned to Im- 
prove n teacher's ability to teach read- 
Ing. 


MlM Llettc said the (cnchcrs arc the 


key to Improved reading. The district 
has the materials and methods to teach 
reading; now the teachers have the op- 
portunity to Improve their skills. 


ONK Pltor.ltAM for the coming year 


Is the continuation of the very successful 
"mini-workshops." Miss Llettc began the 
workshop* this year to give teachers a 
chance to improve their ability to tench 
reading. The response was amazing, 
says MlM Licttc. 


When tho workshops were started, 


school officials estimated 40 to 60 teach- 


ers would attend. A total of 210 teachers 
took the workshops and 68 more were 
placed on a waiting list for this year's 
program. 


All the workshops were offered after 


fchonl, without charge to the teachers. 
They received no additional money for 
participating. 


"There are a lot of busy, energetic 


teachers In this district willing to give of 
their time." said Miss Licttc. 


She said that although the teachers re- 


ceived no compensation, the district is 
attempting to have teachers who com- 
pleted the workshops get college credits 
from the National College of Education. 


The emphasis will be shifted In the 


coming workshops. Of the 210 teachers 
who attended the post workshops, all but 
four were elementary school teachers. 
Participation by the junior high school 
teachers will be stressed next year. 


THE STANDARD scries of workshops 


consist of 12 sessions, each slightly more 
than an hour long, covering the diagnosis 
of a child's reading problems, pre- 
scribing techniques to treat the problems 
and practice in developing the tech- 
niques. 
,, 


In addition to the standard scries of 


workshops, Miss Licttc has planned 
about 40 "one-shot" workshops that 
would be single sessions on particular 
topics. 


Another new project for next year is to 


increase the ability of teachers to use- 
materials and equipment for reading. 


"This is the best-equipped district I've 


ever worked in," said Miss Liettc. "Any 
kind of material, for all grade levels, 
anything a teacher could want, Is here. 
Much of the equipment is used well, but 
some of it could be used better." 


The administrative staff is now cam- 


piling a catalog of all the materials 
available in the district, describing how 
they are used and for what reading level 
they are Intended. The district plans to 
distribute the catalogs to the teachers. 


DURING THE past year, Miss Llctte 


encouraged teachers to create their own 
learning devices, simply and cheaply 
made, for use in their classrooms. 


The district is now making a catalog of 


these teacher-made devices, with more 
than 200 items to Improve the reading 
ability of students. 


Other school districts have expressed 


r 


an interest in obtaining the catalog of 
t c a c h e r-niade equipment, and Miss 
Licttc said the district is considering sell- 
ing copies of the catalog to those dis- 
tricts. 


All the teachers who contributed sug- 


gestions for the catalog will receive a 
free copy. 


A new testing program has begun in 


the district to measure the effectiveness 
of the increased emphasis on reading. All 
children were tested late this year to de- 
termine a "base level" of reading abili- 
ty. Children will be tested periodically to 
measure changes In their reading ability. 


A SAMPLE TESTING in the district 


has shown some encouraging results. 
One school last year used the revised 
textbooks the other schools are getting in 
September. Efforts were made to have 
teachers in the school incorporate the 
new skills they learned In the workshops. 


Tho children in the school showed a 


dramatic improvement In reading abili- 
ty. According to school district figures, 
85 per cent of the students at the school 
increased their reading level by one year 
or more. Some of the children jumped 
four years in their reading level. 


Parents plan to present 
petition objections or not

It doesn't matter if they have per- 


mission or not. Parents in High School 
Dist. 207 are still planning to present a 
petition to their school board tonight. 


The board is meeting at 8 p.m. in the 


Maine East faculty lounge. 


Darlcne Rizzo told a meeting of 12 par- 


ents and two teachers Thursday that un- 
less the board told her in writing that she 
could not speak at the meeting, she 
would attempt to be heard. 


One of the parents who attended the 


meeting suggested other parents give 
Mrs. Rizzo "vocal support." She said 
that if the board refused to let Mrs. Riz- 
zo speak, the other should yell "shame" 
or something similar. 


THREE WEEKS ago, Mrs. Rizzo 


asked to be placed on the agenda for the 
board meeting. She was told to submit 
the request in writing and give a brief 
summary of the topic. 


A carbon of her letter, asking to be 


placed on the agenda and detailing Items 
on the petition, was read at the meeting. 
At that time, Mrs. Rizzo said she had not 
received a reply from the school district. 


The petition, signed by 262 parents, 


asks the school board to maintain quality 
education in the district by increasing 
teacher salaries and reducing class sizes. 
It also asks that parents — as well as 
teachers — be allowed to speak at board 
meetings, without having to submit a 
request in writing ten days before the 
meeting. 


Tho petitions were collected at Thurs- 


day's meeting, which was organized and 
led by members of the Maine Teachers' 
Association (MTA), the district's teach- 
ers' union, which is at odds with the 
school board. 


THE SCHOOL board recently broke off 


negotiations with the MTA and passed a 
salary schedule for 1973-74 without con- 
sulting teachers. The MTA presently is 
considering a lawsuit that would force 
the board back to the bargaining table. 


Dewane Barnes, MTA president, said 


Thursday the lawsuit would accomplish 
three things; it would force the board to 
renegotiate the salary raises, a new pro- 
fessional negotiating agreement would be 
made and it would keep the adminis- 
tration from setting up new teacher or- 
ganizations. 


Barnes said that the salary raises 


would not necessarily be rejected. "We 
can't let the board impose it on us," he 
said. 


The professional negotiating agree- 


ment, which sets down guidelines for ne- 
gotiations would be rewritten. Teachers 
want a bigger say in working conditions, 
including class size, grievance proce- 
dures and evaluation procedures. 


The actual numbers meeting Thursday 


were small; less than half the chairs set 
out in the half empty church basement 
were filled by the 12 parents.

New textbooks, workshops top list 
Reading consultant has big ambitions

Eileen Lictte, reading consultant who 


is finishing her first year in the district, 
has some ambitious plans for the 1073-74 
school year. 


Tlie new textbooks are a revised ver- 


sion of the current series used in the dis- 
trict. Other projects are planned to Im- 
prove a teacher's ability to teach read- 
Ing. 


Miss Lletto said the teachers arc the 


key to improved reading. The district 
has the materials and methods to teach 
reading; now the teachers have the op- 
portunity to improve their skills. 


ONE PROGRAM for the coming year 


is the continuation of the very successful 
"mini-workshops." Miss Llette began the 
workshops this year to give teachers a 
chance to improve their ability to teach 
reading. The response was amazing, 
says Miss Llette. 


When the workshops were started, 


school officials estimated 40 to 60 teach- 
ers would attend. A total of 210 teachers 
took the workshops and 68 more were 
placed on a waiting list for this year's 
program.

All the workshops were offered after 


school, without charge to the teachers. 
They received no additional money for 
participating. 


"There are a lot of busy, energetic 


teachers in this district willing to give of 
their time," said Miss Lictte. 


She said that although the teachers re- 


ceived no compensation, the district Is 
attempting to have teachers who com- 
pleted the workshops get college credits 
from the National College of Education. 


The emphasis will be shifted in the 


coming workshops. Of the 210 teachers 


who attended the post workshops, all but 
four were elementary school teachers. 
Participation by the junior high school 
teachers will be stressed next year. 


THE STANDARD series of workshops 


consist of 12 sessions, each slightly more 
than an hour long, covering the diagnosis* 
of a child's reading problems, pre-r 
scribing techniques to treat the problems 
and practice in developing the tech- 
niques. 


In addition to the standard series ot 


workshops, Miss Lictte has planned! 
about 40 "one-shot" workshops thaf 
would be single sessions on particular- 
topics. 


Another new project for next year Is toi 


Increase the ability of teachers to use' 
materials and equipment for reading. 


"This is the best-equipped district I've 


ever worked in," said Miss Lictte. "Any 
kind of material, for all grade levels, 
anything a teacher could want, is here. 
Much of the equipment is used well, but 
some of it could be used better." 


The administrative staff is now com- 


piling a catalog of all the .materials. 
available In the district, describing how 
they are used and for what reading level 
they ore intended. The district plans to

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Moderate-income plan current concern 
Village Housing Commission 
exists despite resistance

The Elk Grove Village Housing Com- 


mission, created three yean ago this 
month, li.i.i the reputation of being "tho 
most unwanted commission in the vil- 
lage." 


If there Is one thing amazing about the 


Housing Commission. It b that It Is still 
alive today. The commission's 1971 re- 
port on the housing necdi of the village 
was not well-received, and the group 
suffered through almost a year without a 
quorum. 


Five residents now fill the nine scats 


on the Housing Commission, Including 
village Trustee Mlko Tosto. Village Pre*. 
Charles Xettck appointed three commis- 
sioners In February and has said on sev- 
eral occasions that more names arc 
being considered. 


A moderate-Income housing plan for 


tho village Is the current concern of the 
commission. Its earlier attempts to es- 
tablish a need for low-Income hous- 
ing have, at least temporarily, fallen by 
the wayside. 


CATHY Dl'OHA. commission chairwo- 


man, says the commission Is not meeting 
as much resistance now as in the past. 
She suys it is a good sign that there have 
been no objections to the commission 
working on a plan to implement moder- 
ate-Income housing In the village. 


Mrs. Dtioba said one cause of the com- 


mission's troubles might have been that 
tho 1971 survey on housing needs "was a 
.surprise to some people — possibly an 
unpleasant surprise, in spite of the fact 
that minutes (of commission meetings) 
were distributed to village officials." 


The survey found a need for 1,0") low- 


Income and 022 moderate-Income housing 
units In the village. Ix>w Income was de- 
fined as $fiOO or less a month and moder- 
ate Income as SfiOO to $1.000 a month, 
depending on family size. The report also 
expressed a need for housing for the el- 
derly. 


The commission "won't go It alone 


again" and will work closer with the 
Plan Commission and village trustees on 
the moderate-income housing plan, Mrs. 
Duoba said. 


"We want Zcttek to become more In- 


volved," she said. "We don't want the 
Housing Commission acting separately 
f r o m 
the Plan Commission and 


trustees," so a conclusion wouldn't come 
as a shock. 


JUST DRAWING up the plan to bring 


more moderate-income housing to the 
village Ls expected to take at least a 
year, and Mrs. Duoba says the commis- 
sion Is starting by finding out what 
neighboring communities arc doing. 


"We want to sec where other towns are 


at, and we're working on an Information 
report on this no\ , as we'll as developing 
a basic reference library on housing," 
she said. 


Mrs. Duoba says the commission Is us- 


ing the need for 022 moderate-income 
units found In the commission's survey 
as the basis for the plan. However, she 
points out that It Is not feasible to build 
022 units In one year, and the commis- 
sion will plan for the units to be built In 
stages. 


Most of the moderate-income housing 


probably will be planned for the west 
side of the village because that area has 
yet to be developed, Mrs. Duoba said. 
She sold the commission has tried in the 
past to encourage developers to build 
moderate-Income housing and this ap- 
proach may be used again. 


Whatever the approach, Mrs. Duoba 


said the commission will try to Involve 
as many people as possible In the work, 
"so the plan will be the village's plan 
and not the Housing Commission plan." 


THE HOUSING Commission was es- 


tablished in the wake of a tragic fire In 
November, 1069, In a house outside the 
village. Three children In the Juan Are- 
nas family died when fire gutted their 
substandard home at IflOii Lnnclmeler Rd. 


Six families, also living In substandard 


dwellings In the village In the Landmcicr 


Road area were later evicted and their 
houses burned by the village fire depart- 
ment. A housing task force was then 
formed by the village to consider housing 
problems-In the area and come up with a 
solution. 


In the spring the task force recom- 


mended that a permanent Housing Com- 
mission be established. This was accom- 
plished in June, 1970, under the term of 
former village Pres. Jack Pahl. 


The work of the new Housing Commis- 


sion was presented to the village trustees 
In the form of a survey of housing needs 
at the end of 1971. 


Several village board members were 


unsympathetic with the results, and in 
the spring of 1972,, Zettek, who succeeded 
Pah! as president, called for the resigna- 
tion of the Housing Commission . en 
masse If the commission was unwilling 
to follow the village board's direction. 


In a letter to the housing commission- 


ers, the board said it was not sympa- 
thetic to low-income housing unless it is 
looked at on an area-wide basis. 


THE LETTER also noted that the 


trustees would consider moderate-income 
and senior-citizen housing if "the major 
developers would agree that land was 
available ... and would essentially com- 
ply with the village's zoning and building 
codes," 


Four housing commissioners resigned 


for various reasons that spring, including 
Commission Chairman Neil Cooncy and 
village board representative Ed Kenna. 
Until this spring, the commission con- 
sisted of Mrs. Duoba, Joseph Wellman. 
and James Morlta. 


Currently Mrs. Duoba, Wellman, Vil- 


lage Trustee Tosto, Marcia Norian and 
John Wilbur arc serving on the commis- 
sion. 


"Exactly what it means for the com- 


mission to get new members after a year 
and what the outlook is for the future, I 
don't know," Mrs. Duoba said recently. 
"I guess you can call us a bunch of hard- 
headed, determined people trying to get 
a job done."

distribute the catalogs to the teachers. - 


DURING THE past year, Miss Llette 


encouraged teachers to create their own 
learning devices, simply and cheaply 
made, for use In their classrooms. 


The district is now making a catalog of 


these teacher-made devices, with more 
than 200 items to improve the reading 
ability of students. 


Other school districts have expressed 


an interest in obtaining the catalog of 
t e a c h e r-made equipment, and Miss 
Liette said the district is considering sell- 
ing copies of the catalog to those dis- 
tricts. 


All the teachers who contributed sug- 


gestions for the catalog will receive, a 
free copy. 


A new testing program has begun.in 


the district to measure the effectiveness 
of the increased emphasis on reading. All 
children were tested late this year to de- 
termine a "base level" of reading abili- 
ty. Children will be tested periodically to 
measure change; in their reading ability. 


A SAMPLE TESTING in the district 


has shown some encouraging results'. 
One school last year used the revised 
textbooks the other schools are getting in 
September. Efforts were made to have 
teachers in the school incorporate the 
new skills they learned in the workshops. 


The children in the school showed a 


dramatic improvement in reading abili- 
ty. According to school district figures. 
85 per cent of the students at the school 
increased their reading level by one year 
or more. Some of the children jumpfcd 
four years in their reading level.

He followed his love of racing into the announcer's booth

Phil Gcorgcff outgrew his dream of 


being a jockey, but he never outgrew his 
love of racing. 


Gcorgcff. for those few who may not 


know, Is the announcer at Arlington 
Park. 


Considered by many "trackers" (rac- 


ing fjuix) to he the premier caller in the 
business, he's the one who brings them 
"spinning out of the turn" and culls them 
to the wire. 


TII most track patrons, he's the voice 


of fortune giving a running account of 
how well the hunch is doing. 


Although It Is just his eye and voice 


that mutters to the rallblrds, Gcorgcff is 
a man up there, 02 feet almvc the action 
and dreamt. 


HE STOOD confidently In his small ob- 


servation perch and talked about what 
lead him up to and through -lo.ooo race 
calls. 


"First of all, I love racing. I love the 


track. 1 started out by riding my bicycle 
over to Washington Park and working as 
an exercise boy. That lasted two weeks. I 
wanted to be jockey but I grew too big. I 
was always small In school, 4 feet 8 when 
I was 14. By the time I was in I was 5 
feet 2 and weighed 112. But you can sec 
I'm big-honed and husky for my size. I 
just outgrew It. I'm 5 feet 7 now. There 
arc Jockeys that size, but they have to be 
awfully thin." 


Gcorgcff came by his love of racing 


through his parents. 


"They were trackers. My father was a 


cab driver, so he followed the horses. 
Not that all cabbies do It, just at that 
time It was considered natural for bar- 
bers and cab drivers to do that." 


It was the elder Gcorgcff who gave 


Phil his first sight of the horses coming 
down the stretch. The track was Arling- 
ton Park. He was 12 — 30 years ago.

He left for a year's stint with 
the Daily Racing Form as an editor, but 
Mrs. Everett called him back. 


He had a dream all this time. Not a 


day went by without him calling half a 
dozen races lo himself. 


HENSEN WAS stepping down as an- 


nouncer and Gcorgcff saw his chance. 


"There wore seven,other people trying 


out for It, and five of them were profes- 
sional announcers. I'd never called a 
race for the crowd before, but I got it." 


Since then, more than 40,000 winners' 


noses have passed up the wire. 


John, the press box barman, came 


through. "He's a caller, not an an- 
nouncer." 


The difference? 
"Anybody can announce who won the 


race or came in second. I try to put life 
into the race, tell people what's happen- 
ing. Without excitement, it's nothing," 
Georgcff said.

do: Inform and entertain. Accuracy and 
clarity are tied into this, too." 


GEORGEFF HAS a renowned memo- 


ry. Even from his vantage point, he can- 
not see the numbers. This necessitates 
his memorizing each horse's colors. Of- 
ten this is not enough, so he has to rely 
upon some other characteristic such as 
the rider's hat or the color of the blin- 
kers. 


The process of memorization involves 


Georgeff chanting the names and marks 
aloud. He often gives a practice call or 
two, changing the order around. He then 
has the horses set for the race. 
' 


"I don't get self-conscious about talk- 


ing out loud. I've had 17 people in this 
booth with me at one time and it doesn't 
bother me. If you're going to be the best, 
you've got to call like the best. You have 
to work at it everyday." 


In the course of calling almost 25,000 


thoroughbred races, he estimates he has 
made five mistakes, "And I think three 
were the first day." 


Many things can contribute to making 


the call difficult. Some things you may 
not think of, such as the parking lot. 


"On a Saturday, the west parking lot is 


filled up and the glare off the car wind- 
sh'cld is unbelievable." 


A sloppy track is another nemesis of 


an accurate call. Flying mud and goop 
can obliterate the distinctive markings of 
the horse and rider. 


THE NAMES with which owners tag 


the nag can also cause trouble. 


"Take a horse like Blcnblucbull. What 


docs that mean? Doesn't mean anything, 
nothing you can relate it to." 


The toughest race to call, name-wise, 


was a setup.

Streets in the Winston Pork subdivision 


in Palatine are tentatively scheduled to 
be repavcd this summer, and this time, 
it seems, residents don't mind.

Birth control 
and VD clinic 
to help teens

Pregnancy and venereal disease are 


two of the worst things that can happen 
to a teen-ager. But one thing is feared 
more — that his or her parents will find 


out. 


Teen-agers who might have no qualms 


about seeking advice from the family 
doctor for most other reasons avoid 
treatment for these dreaded problems, 
because they are afraid the news will 
leak back to then- parents that they are 
seeking birth control or venereal disease 
treatment 


Now there's a special clinic set up to 


handle the personal problems of birth 
control and VD. It's called the Cross- 
roads Clinic, and it's organized around a 
core of five gynecologists and residents 
who operate the clinic especially for 
teens who might not seek help otherwise. 


The clinic, temporarily located at 222 


E. Hicks PL, Palatine, grew out of an 
interest a group of local adults during 
the past year who have been working 
with young people and felt such a clinic 
was needed. 


Until this year, when the clinic was or- 


ganized, school nurses and youth coun- 
selors had no good avenue for directing 
kids to places where they could get help, 
besides the family doctor or the Cook 
County Public Health Department In Chi- 
cago and Des Plaines. 


NO ABORTIONS are performed at the 


clinic, according to its coordinator, Bar- 
bara Michelin. But for girls who have 
already had abortions, the doctor will 
give whatever post-abortion treatment 
may be needed. The clinic doctors also 
avoid referring girls to abortion clinics. 
They direct pregnant girls to seek coun- 
seling at the Bridge youth services bu- 
reau in Palatine or other youth coun- 
seling agencies in the area, Miss Mich- 
elin said. 


Most of the people that use the clinic 


are girls. And most of them are seeking 
birth control pills. But prescribing the 
pill or other method of birth control isn't 
the clinics only role. Every person com- 
ing to the clinic is given a routine VD 
test. 


"The best thing a doctor can do is to 


discover VD in a girl who didn't suspect 
she had it," one of the clinic doctors

commented. Venereal disease is particu- 
larly difficult for women to detect, and 
one of the easiest to cure. Both syphilis 
and gonorrhea can be killed by penicillin. 


The clinic laboratory has facilities to 


do the complete VD test, including so- 
rology and blood tests. Young people who 
arc tested for VD call in the next day to 
get the results. 


When someone docs turn up with ven- 


ereal disease, his or her case Is reported 
to public health officials, who try to 
backtrack and find other people that 
may have contracted the disease from 
the infected person. But parents no long- 
er have to be told that their child has 
VD. 


MOST OK THE kids coming to the clin- 


ic arc from the Northwest suburbs: Ar- 
lington Heights, Harrington, DCS Plalncs,

Getting a complete medical back- 


ground on the girl seeking birth control 
pills is another limitation for doctors in 
the clinic. 


"We ask a girl about specific problems 


In her family's medical history that 
might affect her ability to take the pill, 
but we have to depend on what she can 
tell us," a doctor explained. 


The dangers of taking the pill are 


much less today than they were several 
years ago, when each pill contained a 
high content of the hormone estrogen. 
The newest pills each have small do- 
sages of estrogen and progesterone, 
causing fewer side effects and are con- 
sidered safer to take. 


HOURS AT THE clinic are 7-10 p.m. 


each Monday, Thursday and Saturday. 
Young people can make appointments 
for an examination by calling 359-7575. 
Appointments should be made before 
coming into the clinic, according to Miss 
Michelin.

Hearing on bakery 
to be held tomorrow 


A public hearing on a controversial 


plan to build a bakery on Klrchoff Road 
cast of Kohlwlng Itoad will be held to- 
morrow before Rolling Meadows city of- 
ficials. 


The plan has been strongly opposed by 


residents living in the area who say the 
commercial zoning would not be com- 
patible with the residential area. The 
plan has already been rejected by a spe- 
cial city zoning commission which has 
recommended Hint the city council turn 
down the project. 


Construction of the bakery distribution 


center to be built by the Continental Dak- 
Ing Company hinges on tin; approval of 
the city council to annex and rczono the 
14 acre site. A decision If not expected 
tonight as aldermen will be presented 
with details of the plan for the first time. 


TIIK IIAKKKY company has proposed 


constructing an ll.ooo square foot build- 
ing to lx> built next to the existing Sunoco 
gas station immediately west of the prop- 
erty. A retail sales area would be located 
In tho front of the building and a dis- 
patching center for 11 delivery vans 
would l>e located In the rear. 


Opposition to the plan first became 


apparent when homeowners appeared at 
a Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals 
meeting more than a month ni(o when 
the plan was presented. Attorney Uwlght 


Adams, representing the bakery, said the 
plan was first presented to tho county 
officials because the land is located in 
unincorporated Cook County. 


He later said the bakery would prefer 


to get its zoning from the city rather 
than tho county. 


County officials have not yet ruled on 


the plan, but board members Indicated 
opposition to the plan based on a ruling 
eight years ago against commercial zon- 
ing for that land site. 


IN RECOMMENDING that the plan 


not bo approved, the city's special zoning 
commission ruled last month against the 
plan based on five factors: 


• The bakery would require delivery 


vans to be repaired on the site. 


• A loading berth for semi-trucks 


making deliveries to the site would be 
located 50 feet from the nearest resi- 
dence In violation of city ordinances. 


• A requested 60 foot rear lot variation 


would not be In compliance with the ordi- 
nances. 


• The property size docs not meet tho 


minimum requirement of 2 acres. 


• Excessive noise and the hours of op- 


eration would not conform to tho adja- 
cent residential area. 


The public hearing Is scheduled to be- 


gin tomorrow at 8:30 p.m. in the city 
ball. 


State John W. Lewis had considered the 
current site, but rejected it because it 
was too far from Metropolitan Sanitary 
District sewer lines to be economical, de- 
spite its relatively low purchase price. 


Another apparent drawback is the dis- 


tance of the site from the Northwest Toll- 
way or Rte. 53 expressway. Search com- 
mittee members were hoping for a loca- 
tion that could be seen from one of those 
roads and easily accessible. This site 
meets neither of those conditions, ac- 
cording to committee member Howard I. 
Olscn. 


Illinois officials have 120 days on the 


option to test for soil conditions and dis- 
cuss financial aspects of the property. 


MORE THAN a year ago, the state ex- 


ercised another option on the 40-acre 
Koop property just west of Palatine, on 
Qucntin Road between Northwest High- 
way and Dundee Road. Very poor soil 
conditions were discovered on the prop- 
erty, and state officials set up the search 
committee to find other locatons. 


The current location Is five miles west 


of the rejected Quentin Road site. 


The search for a new testing station 


site has been going on for several years. 
A year ago, state legislators appro- 
priated $5.3 million to complete the facil- 
ity, Including $1.5 to $2 million for con- 
structing the building. It will include 
complete testing procedures, including 
bchind-the-wheel driving lanes. 


The closest stations presently in oper- 


ation are in Libertyvllle, Elgin and Lom- 
bard.

Birth control 
and VD clinic 
to help teens

Pregnancy and venereal disease are 


two of the worst things that can happen 
to a teen-ager. But one thing is feared 
more — that his or her parents will find 
out. 


Teen-agers who might have no qualms 


about seeking advice from the family 
doctor for most other reasons avoid 
treatment for these dreaded problems, 
because they are afraid the news will 
leak back to their parents that they arc 
seeking birth control or venereal disease 
treatment. 


Now there's a special clinic set up to 


handle the personal problems of birth 
control and VD. It's called the Cross- 
roads Clinic, and it's organized around 9 
core of five gynecologists and residents 
who operate the clinic especially for 
teens who might not seek help otherwise. 


The clinic, temporarily located at 222 


E. Hicks PL, Palatine, grew out of an 
interest a group of local adults during 
the past year who have been working 
with young people and felt such a clinic 
was needed. 


Until this year, when the clinic was or- 


ganized, school nurses and youth coun- 
selors had no good avenue for directing 
kids to places where they could get help, 
besides the family doctor or the Cook- 
County Public Health Department In Chi- 
cago and DCS Plalncs. 


NO ABORTIONS are performed at tro 


clinic, according to its coordinator, Bn' 
bara Mlchelin. But for girls who have 
already had abortions, the doctor will 
give whatever post-abortion treatmcr' 
may be needed. The clinic doctors also 
avoid referring girls to abortion clinic? 
They direct pregnant girls to seek conn 
seling at the Bridge youth services bu- 
reau In Palatine or other youth coun- 
seling agencies in the area, Miss Mich- 
clin said. 


Most of the people that use the clinic 


arc girls. And most of them are seeking 
birth control pills. But prescribing the 
pill or other method of birth control isn't 
the clinics only role. Every person com- 
ing to the clinic is given a routine VD 
test. 


"The best thing a doctor can do is to 


discover VD in a girl who didn't suspect 
she had it," one of the clinic doctors

The ordinance deals with estab- 
lishing job descriptions, pay scales for 
departments and related matters. 


"We're trying to get an ordinance that 


is somewhat general and yet takes into 
account specific needs of each depart- 
ment. The fire department Is diffctcnt 
from the public works department. You 
get Into a few hassles in trying to please 
everyone, but you just can't please ev- 
eryone." 


RESEARCHING computer ami micro- 


filming needs for the city government 
have also occupied his time. Budget 
preparations for next year and planning 
for a possible census in the city will be 
Included In his workload later, he said. 


"I also take some calls from citizens," 


he said. "I try to find out what problems 
they're having and try to j»ct some ac- 
tion. Some people feel they don't get ac- 
tion.

I 
was always small in school, 4 feet 8 when 
I was M. By the time I was 1G I was 5 
feet 2 and weighed 112. But you can sec 
I'm big-boned and husky for my size. I 
Just outgrew it. I'm 5 feet 7 now. There 
arc jockeys that size, but they have to be 
awfully thin." 


Gcorgcff came by his love of racing 


through his parents. 


"They were trackers. My father was a 


cab driver, so he followed the horses. 
Not that all cobbles do It, just at that 
time it was considered natural for bar- 


bers and cab drivers to do that." 


It was the cider Gcorgcff who gave 


Phil his first sight of the horses coming 
down the stretch. The track was Arling- 
ton Park. He was 12 — 30 years ago. 


As young Georgeff filled out, he modi- 


fled his affection 
for racing. If he 


couldn't ride, he could write. 


AFTER SERVING as sports and news 


editor for the Austin High School news- 
paper, he set his sights on North- 
western's Medill School of Journalism. 


"I couldn't afford it, so I went to 


Wright Junior College for my first two 
years. After working a year, I was able 
to go to Medill." 


While there, he was swayed toward the 


electronic aspect of reporting, picking up 
a speech course or two along the way. 


"I was halfway to my master's degree 


when Harry Hcnscn, the announcer and 
publicity man here at the time, offered 
me a job as his assistant. I took it and 
never went back." 


He held the position for three years un- 


til he had a disagreement with Marje 
Everett. He left for a year's stint with 
the Daily Racing Form as an editor, but 
Mrs. Everett called him back. 


He had a dream all this time. Not a 


day went by without him calling half a 
dozen races to himself. 


IIENSEN WAS stepping down as an- 


nouncer and Georgeff saw his chance. 


"There were seven other people trying 


out for it, and five of them were profes- 
sional announcers. I'd never called a 
race for the crowd before, but I got It." 


Since then, more than 40,000 winners' 


noses have passed up the wire. 


John, the press box barman, came 


through. "He's a caller, not an an- 
nouncer." 


The difference? 
"Anybody can announce who won the 


race or came in second. I try to put life 
into the race, tell people what's happen- 
ing. Without excitement, it's nothing," 
Georgeff said.

Lack of 
counseling facilities Is a drawback to the 
clinic, though, according to one of the 
doctors. 


"THE DIGGEST problem Ls our in- 


ability to sufficiently counsel kids who 
may have deeper problems," he said. If 
a particular problem Is apparent, the 
doctor may recommend that the person 
seek help from the Bridge. 


A visit to the clinic costs $15, including 


an examination, blood test, venereal dis- 
ease culture, Pap smear and a one- 


month prescription for birth control pills 
or other methods If that Is what the 
patient has come for. 


Getting a complete medical back- 


ground on the girl seeking birth control 
pills is another limitation for doctors in 
the clinic. 


"We ask a girl about specific problems 


In her family's medical history that 
might affect her ability to take the pill, 
but we have to depend on what she can 
tell us," a doctor explained. 


The dangers of taking the pill arc 


much less today than they were several 
years ago, when each pill contained a 
high content of the hormone estrogen. 
The newest pills each have small do- 
sages of estrogen and progesterone, 
causing fewer side effects and arc con- 
sidered safer to take. 


HOURS AT THE clinic are 7-10 p.m. 


each Monday, Thursday and Saturday. 
Young people can make appointments 
for an examination by calling 359-7575.

This necessitates 
his memorizing each horse's colors. Of- 
ten this is not enough, so he has to rely 
'upon some other characteristic such as 
the rider's hat or the color of the blin- 
kers, 


The process of memorization Involves 


Georgeff chanting the names and marks 
aloud. He often gives a practice call or 
two, changing the order around. He then 
has the horses set for the race. 


"I don't get self-conscious about talk- 


ing out loud. I've had 17 people in this 
booth with me at one time and it doesn't 
bother me. If you're going to be the best, 
you've got to call like the best. You have 
to work at it everyday." 


In the course of calling almost 25,000 


thoroughbred races, he estimates he has 
made five mistakes, "And I think three 
were the first day." 


Many things can contribute to making 


the call difficult. Some things you may 
not think of, such as the parking lot. 


"On a Saturday, the west parking lot is 


filled up and the glare off the car wind- 
shield is unbelievable." 


A sloppy track is another nemesis of 


an accurate call. Flying mud and goop 
can obliterate the distinctive markings of 
the horse and rider. 


THE NAMES with which owners tag 


the nag can also cause trouble. 


"Take a horse like Blenbluebull. What 


does that mean? Doesn't mean anything, 
nothing you can relate it to." 


The toughest race to call, name-wise, 


was a setup. 


"It was done as a gimmick at a har- 


ness track. We had Roscoe, Bosco and 
Bosco-Roscoe.

G e o r g e f f hooked his microphone 


around his neck and welcomed the crowd 


ual clothes in keeping with the atmos- 
phere at the clinic.

New Crossroads Clinic to help teens 


by JULIA BAUER 


Pregnancy and venereal disease are 


two of the worst things that can happen 
to a teen-ager. But one thing is feared 
more — that his or her parents will find 
out. 


Teen-agers who might have no qualms 


about seeking advice from the family 
doctor for most other reasons avoid 
treatment for these dreaded problems, 
because they arc afraid the news will 
leak back to their parents that they arc 
seeking birth control or venereal disease 
treatment. 


Now there's a special clinic set up to 


handle the personal problems of birth 
control and VD. It's called the Cross- 
roads Clinic, and it's organized around a 
core of five gynecologists and residents 
who operate the clinic especially for 
teens who might not seek help otherwise. 


The clinic, temporarily located at 222 


E. Hicks PI., Palatine, grew out of an 
Interest a group of local adults during 
the past year who have been working 
with young people and felt such a clinic 
was needed. 


Until tills year, when the clinic was or- 


ganized, school nurses and youth coun- 
selors had no good avenue for directing 
kids to places where they could get help, 
besides the family doctor or the Cook 
County Public Health Department In Chi- 
cago and DCS Plaincs. 


NO ABOIITIONS are performed at the 


clinic, according to its coordinator, Bar- 
bara Mlchelin. But for girls who have 
already had abortions, the doctor will 
give whatever post-abortion treatment 
may be needed. The clinic doctors also 
avoid referring girls to abortion clinics. 
They direct pregnant girls to seek coun- 
seling at the Bridge youth services bu- 
reau in Palatine or other youth coun- 
seling agencies in the area, Miss Mich- 
clin said. 


Most of the people that use the clinic 


are girls. And most of them are seeking 
birth control pills. But prescribing the 
pill or other method of birth control isn't 
the clinics only role. Every person com-

Ing to the clinic is given a routine VD 
test. 


"The best thing a doctor can do is to 


discover VD In a girl who didn't suspect • 
she had it," one of the clinic doctors 
commented. Venereal disease is particu- 
larly difficult for women to detect, and 
one of the easiest to cure. Both syphilis 
and gonorrhea can be killed by penicillin. 


The clinic laboratory has facilities to 


.do the complete VD test, including se- 
rology and blood tests. Young people who 
are tested for VD call in the next day to 
get the results. 


When someone does turn up with ven- 


creal disease, his or her case is reported 
to public health officials, who try to 
backtrack and find other people that 
may have contracted the disease from 
the infected person. But parents no long- 
er have to be told that their child has 
VD. 


MOST OF THE kids coming to the clin- 


ic are from the Northwest suburbs: Ar- 
lington Heights, Barrington, Des Plaincs, 
Elk Grove Village, Buffalo Grove, Wheel- 
ing, 
Schaumburg, 
Hoffman 
Estates, 


Mount Prospect, Rolling Meadows, and, 
of course, Palatine. 


A-doctor sees an average of 12 to 15 


youths an evening, Miss Michelin said, 
most of whom are IS to 21 years old. 


"We try to take some time with each 


person, instead of the impersonal way 
that people may be handled in other clin- 
ics," Miss Michelin said. Including a 
short talk with a staff member, a girl 
will probably spend about 15 minutes in 
the office during her visit to the clinic. 


Extensive counseling about why or if a 


girl really wants to use birth control 
doesn't happen at Crossroads, partly be- 
casuc of lack of staff, space and time. 
But by the time a teenager comes to 
Crossroad's, she's already made up her 
mind that she wants some kind of birth 
control, Miss Michelin said. 


Many of the girls have talked with 


counselors at youth agencies before de- 
ciding to use the pill, she added. Lack of 
counseling facilities is a drawback to the 
clinic, though, according to one of the 
doctors. 


"THE BIGGEST problem is our in- 


ability to sufficiently counsel kids who 
may have deeper problems," he said. If 
a particular problem is apparent, the 
doctor may recommend that the person 
seek help from the Bridge. 


A visit to the clinic costs $15, Including 


an examination, blood test, venereal dis- 
ease culture, Pap smear and a one- 
month prescription for birth control pills 
or other methods if that is what the 
patient has come for. 


Getting a complete medical back- 


ground on the girl seeking birth control 
pills is another limitation for doctors in 
the clinic. 


"We ask a girl about specific problems 


in her family's medical history that 
might affect her ability to take the pill, 
but we hove to depend on what she can 
tell us," a doctor explained. 


The dangers of taking the pill are 


much less today than they were several 
years ago, when each pill contained a 
high content of the hormone estrogen. 
The newest pills each have small do- 
sages of estrogen and progesterone, 
causing fewer side effects and are con- 
sidered safer to take.

Bids, weather

High construction bids and poor weath- 


er may delay the opening of the IB-hole 
golf course planned for Cook County For- 
est Preserve District land near Hoffman 
Estates, District Supt. Arthur Janura 
said yesterday. 


However, he said the delay should only 


be a matter of months, and at the very 
least 9 holes of the course would be open 
some time in 1974, Completion of the 
course was initially projected for spirng, 
1974. 


The course, planned for about 200 


acres northwest of the Roselle Road- 
Northwest Tollway intersection, will be 
part of the 1,700 acre Paul Douglas 
Woods. 


The Cook County Board last week re- 


jected all bids to construct the tees, 
greens, fairways, lake, and irrigation 
system. Janura said the bids were all in 
excess of $900,000, which was too high 
over the estimate. 


The total estimated cost of the course 


is $1 million, but Janura said that figure 
also includes construction of service and 
concession buildings. New bids will be in 
within another month, he said. 


The delay in constructing the fairways 


will not detain installation of the utilities 
and buildings, Janura added. Bad weath- 
er has been a major obstacle in the con- 
struction, and the continued rain could 
result in some delay.

Incorporation 
meeting slated 
for Wednesday 


The Prospect Heights Improvement 


Association will meet Wednesday to de- 
cide whether to go ahead with efforts to 
incorporate as a municipality under a 
bill passed by the Illinois General As- 
sembly last week. 


Senate Bill 195, sponsored by State Sen. 


Bradley Glass, R-Northfield, was passed 
unanimously In the Illinois House Thurs- 
day. The bill must be signed by Gov. 
Daniel Walker before it becomes law. 


The bill, Introduced In the legislature 


in March, permits unincorporated areas 
of 7,500 or more residents to incorporate 
without the approval of nearby munici- 
palities. 


Current law states that an area of fewer 


than 7,500 residents must seek approval 
from municipalities within 1 Vt miles for 
incorporation. Another section says that 
neighboring municipalities within one 
mile must consent to incorporation, re- 
gardless of the population of the area. 


Senate Bill 195 is only one of two bills 


in the General Assembly dealing with in- 
corporation. The other is House Bill 458, 
now in its third reading in the Senate. 


The difference between the two bills is 


that the Senate bill permits a neighbor- 
ing municipality to object in court if the 
proposed incorporation adversely affects 
the governmental services provided by 
the existing municipality. The court 
could rule that the boundaries of the pro- 
posed new municipality be adjusted to 
overcome the objections. 


Juckett's bill provides for no objection. 


However, should Juckett's bill be passed 
in the Senate, it would not go into effect 
until October. 


Though Jack Gilllgan, president of the 


PHIA has said he is "kind of happy with 
everything that's gone so far," he said 
the PHIA still plans to push for passage 
of Juckett's bill.

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Fireworks! 


Enforcement to be tightened to keep holiday here a safe one 


New laws have been introduced and 


old laws will be more stringently en- 
forced this year to make Mount Pros- 
pect's Fourth of July celebration a safe 
one. 


There were two reported fireworks in- 


juries last year in the village. The aim 
this year Is to avoid contributing at all to 
the estimated 10,000 to 15,000 persons in 
the United States who will be blinded, 
maimed or burned by fireworks. These 
figures arc from the National Committee 
on Fire Prevention estimates. 


A new law has been passed in the vil- 


lage to tighten controls on the large pub- 
lic displays, which are controlled by the 


fire departments. Police, meanwhile, 
have begun a crackdown on the illegal 
"backyard" variety of fireworks. 


The new law, approved last week by 


the village board, is basically "for tight- 
er controls on the people who are firing 
fireworks," Fire Chief Lawrence A. 
Palritz explained. 


"IN REALITY, there will be nut too 


much difference in what we have been 
doing," he said. But the ordinance does 
spell out the powers given to the chief or 
his representative. 


There has not been much of a problem 


with public displays in the past, but 
Pairitz said more and more groups are

Pairitz's representative can 
also tell the fireworks people when not to 
use a firing tube that may be over- 
heated. This prevents the tube from Ig- 
niting rockets prematurely or 
from 


bursting and allowing a horizontal ex- 
plosion. 


ANOTHER RULE Is that if winds are 


in excess of 20 mph, the show must be 
canceled. 


The most serious injury .it a public 


fireworks display occurred three years 
ago when a man was hospitalized after 
being hit in the chest by a rocket. Last 
year a 14-year-old boy was burned in an 
explosion apparently caused by fireworks 
powder left in Lions Park. 


Every year the Mount Prospect Park 


District does have a display at Lions 
Park around the Fourth of July. (This 
year's is to be at 9 p.m. July •!.) The 
other annual display in the village is at 
Randhurst during its birthday celebra- 
tion. 


As the holiday approaches, Mount 


Prospect police receive an ever-lncreas-. 
ing number of complaints about fire- 
works being set off within the village. 
Chief Bert Giddens has vowed to "prose- 
cute any flagrant violations." 


GIDDENS ALSO has made several 


pleas to parents asking them not to allow 
their children to play with fireworks.-'A 
nine-year-old boy had an eye injury last' 
year after a firecracker went off in a t^ri 
can.

The problem of control is a difficult 


one. Often by the time police arrive at" 
the scene of a fireworks complaint, they 
can find nothing. There are numerous" 
ways to obtain fireworks, even though 
their sale to the public Is Illegal in Illi- 
nois. 


Fireworks can be bought In neighbor- 


ing states, and often college students 
come home for the summer with some: 
Then, as usual when a commodity Is out- 
lawed, there exists a flourishing black 
market. Do-it-at-homers can send for. 
mail-order chemicals and fireworks for-, 
mulas. 


Giddens feels that "the emphasis 


should be placed on the parents" in any 
program to limit the illegal use of fire- 
works. The dangers are severe burns, 
blindness, fires and even death. For ex- 
ample, the sulfur-coated wire of a simple 
sparkler can reach temperatures as high 
as 2,000 degrees.

Almost $10,000 in pledges 
collected from April 'Hike 


Pledges totaling nearly $10,000 have 


been collected from participants in the 
April "Hike for Your Neighbor" to bene- 
fit the Northwest Opportunity Center in 
Rolling Meadows. 


The $10,000 figure represents pledges 


from 450 of the nearly 900 people who 
participated in the annual hike. 


A second round of telephone calling 


was completed over the weekend to rem- 
ind participants to turn in their pledges. 
"The first round (of telephone calling) 
brought a good healthy response and we 
are hoping for the same this time," said 
Rena Trevor, treasurer of the center's 
board of directors. 


Collections this year arc following the 


same pattern as in the past, according to 
Mrs. Trevor. Last year pledges were col- 
lected from approximately 700 of the 000 


marchers. 


Pledges have been averaging more 


than $20 from each marcher and the cen- 
ter is still hopeful of meeting its $20,000 
projection. 


Marchers received pledges of money 


for each mile they walked in the 20-mile 
hike from various sponsors. The money 
collected in the hike is of particular im- 
portance this year because of the end of 
federal funding and dismantling of the 
Office of Economic Opportunity ordered 
by President Nixon. 


The center provides services to needy 


families in a number of areas, Including 
supplemental food programs for pro and 
post natal mothers and children up to six 
years old, family planning counseling, le- 
gal aid, housing and job referrals, food 
stamps and income tax assistance. 


Birth control 
and VD clinic 
to help teens 


by JULIA BAUER 


Pregnancy and venereal disease are 


two of the worst things that can happen 
to a teen-ager. But one thing is feared 
more — that his or her parents will find 
out. 


Teen-agers who might have no qualms 


about seeking advice from the family 
doctor for most other reasons avoid 
treatment for these dreaded problems, 
because they are afraid the news will 
leak back to their parents that they arc 
seeking birth control or venereal disease 
treatment. 


Now there's a special clinic set up to 


handle the personal problems of birth 
control and VD. It's called the Cross- 
roads Clinic, and it's organized around a 
core of five gynecologists and residents 
who operate the clinic especially for 
teens who might not seek help otherwise. 


The clinic, temporarily located at 222 


E. Hicks PL, Palatine, grew out of an 
Interest a group of local adults during 
the past year who have been working 
with young people and felt such a clinic 
was needed. 


Until this year, when the clinic was or- 


ganized, school nurses and youth coun- 
selors had no good avenue for directing 
kids to places where they could get help, 
besides the family doctor or the Cook 
County Public Health Department in Chi- 
cago and DCS Plaines. 


NO ABORTIONS are performed at the 


clinic, according to its coordinator, Bar- 
bara Michclin. But for girls who have 
already had abortions, the doctor will 
give whatever post-abortion treatment 
may be needed. The clinic doctors also 
avoid referring girls to abortion clinics. 
They direct pregnant girls to seek coun- 
seling at the Bridge youth services bu- 
reau in Palatine or other youth coun- 
seling agencies in the area, Miss Mich- 
clin said. 


Most of the people that use the clinic 


are girls. And most of them are seeking 
birth control pills. But prescribing the 
pill or other method of birth control isn't 
the clinics only role. Every person com- 
ing to the clinic is given a routine VD 
test. 
' 


"The best thing a doctor can do is to 


discover VD in a girl who didn't suspect 
she had it," one of the clinic doctors 
commented. Venereal disease is particu- 
larly difficult for women to detect, and 
one of the easiest to cure. Both syphilis 
and gonorrhea can be killed by penicillin. 


The clinic laboratory has facilities to 


do the complete VD test, including so 


• rology and blood tests. Young people \vho 
are tested for VD coll in the next day to 
get the results. 


When someone does turn up with ven- 


ereal disease, his or her case is reported 
to public health officials, who try to 
backtrack and find other people that 
may hove contracted the disease from 
the infected person. But parents no long- 
er have to be told that their child has 
VD. 


MOST OF THE kids coming to the clin- 


ic are from the Northwest suburbs: Ar- 
lington Heights, Barrlngton, DCS Plaines, 
Elk Grove Village, Buffalo Grove, Wheel- 
ing, Schaumburg, Hoffman 
Estates,

Gcorgcff, for thaie few who may not 


know, l.i the announcer at Arlington 
I'.-.rk. 


Considered by mnny "trackers" (rac- 


ing fans) to be the premier caller in the 
lju.ilnc.vi, he's the one who brings them 
"iplnnlnK out of the turn" and culls them 
to the wire. 


To most track patrons, he's the voice 


of fortune giving a running account of 
how well the hunch is doing.

Lack of 
counseling facilities Is n drawback to the 
clinic, though, according to one of the 
doctors, 


"TIIK IIICCKST problem is our In- 


ability to sufficiently counsel kids who 
limy have deeper problems," he said. If 
a particular problem Is apparent, the 
doctor may recommend that the person 
seek help from the Hrldgc. 


A visit to the clinic costs $15. Including 


.•in examination, blood lest, vencrcnl dis- 
ease culture, Pap smear and a one- 
month prescription for birth control pills 
or other methods If that is what the 
patient has come for. 


Getting a complete medical back- 


ground on the girl seeking birth control 
pills is another limitation for doctors in 
the clinic. 


"We ask n girl about specific problems 


In her family's medical history that 
might affect her ability to take the pill, 
but we have to depend on what .she can 
tell us," a doctor explained. 


The dangers of taking the pill are 


much less today than they ncre several 
years ago. when each pill contained a 
high content of the hormone estrogen. 
The newest pills each have small do- 
sages of estrogen and progesterone, 
causing fewer side effects and are con- 
sidered safer to lake.

Phil his first sight of the horses coming 
down the stretch. The track was Arling- 
ton Park. He was 12 — 30 years ago. 


As young Gcorgcff filled out, he modi- 


fied his affection 
for racing. If he 


couldn't ride, he could write. 


AFTKIt SKItVINO as sports and news 


editor for the Austin High School news- 
paper, he set his sights on North- 
western's Mcdlll School of Journalism. 


"I couldn't afford it, so I went to 


Wright Junior College for my first two 
years. After working a year, I was able 
to go to Mcdlll." 


While there, he was swayed toward the 


electronic aspect of reporting, picking up 
a speech course or two along the way. 


"I was halfway to my master's degree 


when Harry Hcnscn, the announcer and 
publicity man here at the time, offered 
me a job as his assistant. I took it and 
never went back." 


He held the position for three years un- 


til he had a disagreement with Marjc 
Kvcrctt. Ho left for a year's stint with 
the Dally Racing Form ns nn editor, but 
Mrs. Kvcrctt called him back. 


He had a dream nil this time. Not a 


day went by without him calling half a 
dozen races to himself. 


IIKNSKN WAS stepping down as an- 


nouncer and Gcorgcff saw his chance. 


"There wore seven other people trying 


out for It, and five of them were profes- 
sional announcers. I'd never called a 
race for the crowd before, but I got it." 


Since then, more than 40,000 winners' 


noses have passed lip the wire. 


John, the press box barman, came 


through. "He's n caller, not an an- 
nouncer." 


The difference? 
"Anybody can announce who won the 


race or came in second. I try to put life 
Into the race, tell people what's happen- 
ing. Without excitement, it's nothing," 
Georgeff said. 


"There ore two main things I try to 


do: Inform and entertain. Accuracy and 
clarity arc tied into this, too." 


fiKORGEFF HAS a renowned memo- 


ry. Even from his vantage point, he can- 
not sec Ihc numbers. This necessitates 
his memorizing each horse's colors. Of- 
ten this is not enough, so he has to rely 
upon some other characteristic such as 
the rider's hat or the color of the blin- 
kers. 


The process of memorization Involves 


Georgeff chanting the names and marks 
aloud. He often gives a practice call or 
two, changing the order around. He then 
has the horses set for the race. 


"I don't get self-conscious about talk- 


ing out loud. I've had 17 people in this 
booth with me at one time and It doesn't 
bother me. If you're going to be the best, 
you've got to call like the best. You have 
to work at It everyday." 


In Ihc course of calling almost 25,000 


thoroughbred races, he estimates- he has 
made five mistakes, "And I think three 
were the first day." 


Many things can contribute to making 


Ihc call difficult. Some things you may 
not think of, such as the parking lot. 


"On a Saturday, the west parking lot Is 


filled up and the glare off the car wind- 
shield Is unbelievable." 


A sloppy track is another nemesis of 


an accurate call. Flying mud and goop 
can obliterate the distinctive markings of 
the horse ami rider. 


TIIK NA.MKS with which owners tag 


the nag can also cause trouble. 


"Take a horse like Blenbluebull. What 


does that mean? Doesn't mean anything, 
nothing you can relate It to." 


The toughest race to call, name-wise, 


was a setup. 


"It was done as a gimmick at a har- 


ness track. We had Roscoe, Bosco and 
Bosco-Roscoc. They 
started 
one-two 


three and finished one-two and four." 


G e o r g e f f hooked his microphone 


around his neck and welcomed the crowd 
and wished them luck. 


"You have to be enthusiastic. I'm a 


natural enthusiast. I've never called a 
dull race, because to me, I've never seen 
a dull race." 


The first 12 horses entered the track 


and Gcorgcff became absorbed in his 
quick study and memorization of them. 
They paraded to the post, and he chanted 
several quick races aloud. 


"And they're off!" 
The familiar staccato cadence read 


the mob of horses and riders perfectly. 
Gcorgcff moved his binoculars In antici- 
pation of the horses, while he called the 
placlngs. 


AT THE EIGHTH pole, he let the 


glasses drop and put some body English 
into the call. But his even chant never 
broke stride. 


"I don't have a strong voice. It's more 


of a tenor or baritone, rather than a 
bass. But, I get stronger as I call. By the 
last race here, I'm really going." 


Gcorgcff took a minute to talk about 


next Saturday. 


"Secretariat. The greatest thing that's 


happened to racing. It'll Just be great. A 
fabulous horse. National television is go- 
ing to cover it, but I still don't know 
whether I'll be doing call for them." 


He admits that he would enjoy the 


chore, but the motive for his avocation 
came through strong. 


"Before I started, I'd call half a dozen 


to myself. I'd stand on the porch and just 
call them. I guess it's the excitement." 


The next race ncars and he begins his 


memorization. He chants the names. It's 
jusl to learn them, he said, but he's ab- 
s o r b e d and the excitement comes 
through. 


"The flag drops and THEY'RE OFF!" 
Across the asphalt acres of a parking 


lot, the voice of fortune comes. There's 
excitement In it. It beckons. 


HE CALLS 'EM like ho sees rom. Phil Goorgeff is the 
voice of fate at Arlington Park. With his eyes glued to 


his binoculars, his staccato chant has called more than- 
25,000 thoroughbred races since 1959.
